Union Head. Says De.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 1 (AP) 
~The stee] strike tied up Amer- 
fea’s basic industry today and 
Philip Murray said he would 
loosen the stranglehold only on 
his own terms. 

-Here are developments in the 
first day of the walkout: 

1. Murray, president of the 
CIO United Steel Workers, said 
his terms for getting his half 
million unionists back on the 
job are exactly those which the 
industry already turned down. 

2. Irving S. Olds, chairman of 
the United States Steel Corp.'s 
board of directors, told his 
stockholders: “United States 
Steel has never opposed -proper 
and financially sound social in- 
surance programs for its em- 
ployes.”

Murray calfed a press confer- 
ence to deny charges made by 
Benjamin F. Fairless, president of 
the United States Steel Corp. 
Fairless had said that the trnion 
clearly indicated “its unwilling- 
ness to attempt in good faith to 
reach a fair and reasonable settle- 


ment.”

A reporter asked why Murray 
had made proposal No, 2 when he 
already had indicated he was 
willing to settle for proposal No. 
1, which is less. 

Says Offers Were Sincere. 

“If you knew the facts of life 
on collective bargaining,” Murray 
replied, “you would realize these 
union offers were all sincere.” 

His conclusion: “Our cause is 
just. We will win.” 

United States Steel officials said 
there would be no reply to Mur- 
ray’s statements. 

In his letter to United States 
Steel stockholders, Olds repeated 
the company’s contention that the 
employes should share the cost of 
any Social Security program. This,

Have Exceeded 700 Miles 
am Hour. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
In its early flight test phase, a 
jet-rocket powered Navy research 
plane, the Douglas Skyrocket, has 
topped the speed of sound in a 
power glide, it was learned today. 
The actual speed of the swept- 
wing ship was reported to be 
slightly more than 700 miles an 
hour. 

The Air Force X-1, another ex- 
perimental plane powered only by 
rocket motors, has approached 
1000 miles an hour for very short 
periods. 

The Navy’s Skyrocket is still 
undergoing tests. Persons fa- 
miliar with its development said 
it is hoped to exceed 1000 miles 
an hour in the next phase of its 
flight tests. 

Under the altitude and tempera- 
ture eonditions at which the Sky- 
rocket’s reported fastest first 
| stage flight was made, the veloci- 
ity attained was approximately one 
and 3-100ths times the speed of 
sound. Sonic speed is 761 miles 
an hour in air at 59 degrees, but 
sound slows up as the temperature 
goes down so that in the upper 
air it is as low as 660 miles an 
hour. 

The Skyrocket has a_ turbo- 
jet engine, as well as four rocket 
motors.

Report of MVD Major. 

In the fall of 1948, a highly re- 
liable report was received from a 
Russian’ major who was, until his 
desertion, a confidential courier 
of that branch of the MVD which 
was in charge of Russian atomic 
security. That report indicated So- 
viet possession of the A-bomb. The 
Man was first contacted in Ger- 
many. He was then taken to Italy 
for more comprehensive interro- 
gation. 

Having been inside one of the 
two Soviet cities called Atomgrad, 
he was able to supply first-hand 
information on Soviet atomic de- 
velopments. The intelligence he 
provided was later fully authenti- 
cated in the interrogation of 
another refugee who, until his de- 
sertion in the summer of 1948, 
served as a chemical engineer in 
Atomgrad I. 

Following these leads, private 


investigations were made in coun- 
'tries believed to possess reliable 
information. In the course of 
these investigations, observers 
visited Norway and Sweden, Tur- 
key. and Iran, France and Hun- 
gary.

YUGOSLAV NOTE 
CHARGES RUSSI 
EXERTS MILITARY

Asserts ‘Demonstrative 
“Troop Moves’ Imperil 
Peace — Bulgaria Re- 
nounces Friendship 


Treaty With Tito.

BELGRADE, Oct. 1 (UP)—Yu- 
goslavia accused Russia today of 
endangering world peace by ap- 
plying military and economic 
pressure against Permier Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s government and of 
trying repeatedly to inspire an 
ahti-Tito revolution. 

The charges were contained in 
a 2000-word reply to Russia’s no- 
tification Wednesday of repudia- 
tion of the Soviet-Yugoslav treaty 
of friendship. The reply accused 
Russia of using “demonstrative 
movements of troops” to “black- 
mail” and frighten the. Yugoslav 
people. 

Bulgaria tonight followed Rus- 
sia’s' example and renounced its 
friendship treaty with Yugoslavia. 
Hungary and Poland broke off 
similar pacts yesterday. Two 
other Soviet satellites, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Romania, also are ex- 
pected to repudiate friendship 
pacts with Yugoslavia. 

All five satellites are members 
of the Cominform (Communist 
Information Bureau), which ex- 
pelled Yugoslavia 15 months ago 
on charges that Tito was,anti- 
Soviet and deviating from the 
Marxist-Lenin line. 

Charges Against Russia. 

Charges in the Yugoslav note to 
Russia included: 

1. Russia would have to as- 
sume responsibility for “the con- 
sequences” of its “non-peace ac- 
tions.” 

2. Russia is using “aggressive 
pressure” against the Yugoslav 
Government. 

3. Russia is endangering world 
peace and violating the United 
Nations charter. 

4. Russia tried with “orga- 
nized agents within the Yugo- 
slay Government and Army” to 
overthrow Tito forcibly. 

5. Russia tried to impose un- 
equal relationships on Yugo- 
slavia and put it in a politically 
and economically inferior posi- 

. tion. 

6. Russia nullified the treaty 
long before its formal abroga- 
tion by trying to overthrow Tito 
and organizing oth@ér eastern 
European countries in the cam- 
paign. 

7. Russia isin its second year 
of “a propaganda witchhunt of 
lies and slander against Yugo- 
slavia, unparalleled by its fury.” 

“Blackmail and Pressure.” 

Yugoslay spokesmen have re- 
ferred to “troop movements”. be- 
fore, but it was the first time the 
Government has made the charge 
officially that Soviet troops were 
making threatening gestures on 
the borders. 

(The Associated Press_ reported 
from Belgrade that there were 
unconfirmed reports that Yugo- 
slavia has bolstered its troop 
strength in the east. The Belgrade 
radio announced that Tito has re- 
viewed “grand maneuvers” of his 
forces, and pledged to defend the 
country against.all comers.) 

The note to Russia was deliv- 
ered a few hours after the Yugo- 
slay Government told its people 
about Russia’s renunciation of the 
treaty in a communique which 
termed it as the “latest unfriendly 
act” of the Soviet Union.

Says Proposal to Re- 
arrange Facilities

Eliminate Useless 


Duplication. 


The proposal of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. and the St. 
Louis County Transit Co. to re- 
arrange their transportation fa- 
cilities in St. Louis has the “hearty 
accord” of the city administration, 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst said 
yesterday. 

To avoid duplication of routes, 
the Public Service Co. proposes 
the abandonment of two street car 
lines and four bus lines and the 
County Transit Co, would aban- 
don one bus lines and portions of 
three other lines. The Public 
Service Co. would create one new 
line and provide for a short ex- 
tension of another while the 
County Transit Co. would estab- 
lish four new routes, re-route por- 
tions of three lines, extend one 
line and operate two lines with 
closed doors to avoid competition 
with Public Service Co. 

The re-arrangement would re- 
sult in many suburban riders hav- 
ing to pay two fares, one to the 
county company and the other to 
the Public Service Co. 

“The proposal ‘to reduce this 
useless competition in the county 
is a step in the right direction,” 
the Mayor said. “It has been my 
studied opinion that the relatively 
short-haul passengers in the city 
have long been paying for the ex- 
— of lines far into the coun- 
4 

The Mayor said he felt that the 
re-arrangement of lines would 
help reduce operating expenses 
for the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. “with resultant benefits to the 
city’ riders.” 

The city will intervene in the 
application of the companies be- 
fore the Missouri Public Service 
Commission and will support their 
application to abandon the com- 
petitive lines, the Mayor said. 

The city will also undertake a 
study of zone fares “predicated 
upon a reasonable basis,” he add- 
ed, These would not be placed at 
boundary lines of political sub- 
divisions but at points where the 
thickly-populated area ends, he 
stated. 

“In the thickly-populated areas 
adjacent to the city limits, the 
fares should be applicable as 
within the city limits,” he said. 
“Under the present system, the 
city riders are forced to subsidize 
the long-haul riders in many dis- 
tant places and partially-developed 
areas of the county.” 

He said a “sensible adjustment” 
should result in a more attractive 
system of fares for the people in 
the city and the contiguous areas 
of the county. 

Many county riders who pres- 
ently can make a through trip, 
downtown for one fare on the 
Public Service Co.’s vehicles will 
be required to use both systems if 
the re-arrangement of lines is ap- 
proved. This will mean two fares 
because the companies do not ex- 
change transfer privileges.

NEW YORK, Oct. 1—Oswald 
Garrison Villard, dean of Amer- 
ican liberal editors, died today at 
his home here after a long illness. 
He was 77 years old. 

He suffered a paralytic stroke 
last Thursday but his death came 
unexpectedly, his daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. Henry Villard, said. 

Surviving are his wife, the for- 
mer Julia Sandford; two sons, 
Henry Villard of Garden City, 
N. Y¥., and Oswald Garrison Vil- 
lard Jr. of Palo Alto, Calif., and 
a daughter, Mrs. John Hammond, 
Washington. 

Villard, crusading editor, made 
his name synonymous with the 
word “liberal” before and after 
World War I. He was born to 
journalism and liberalism. His 
father, Henry Villard, dis- 
tinguished himself as a war corm 
respondent in the Civil War and 
later became president of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad and 
owner of the New York Evening 
Post. 

His maternal grandfather was 
William Lloyd Garrison, Civil: War 
anti-slave leader. 

Villard was a pacifist and a 
fighter for fair treatment for

Negroes, honesty in journalism, 
free trade and woman suffrage. 
In his 50 years as a newspaper- 
man, he was editor and president 
of the New York Evening Post 
and editor and owner of the 
liberal weekly, The Nation. In

of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 
Villard first came to prominence 
through his hard-hitting editorials 
in the New York Evening Post, 
and continued his public career as

East Side Man Ends Life 
on Busy East St. Louis 
Street After Stabbing 
Former Spouse.

Aaron Snider, .a laborer, stabbed 
himself to death late yesterday 
after dragging his divorced wife, 
Mrs. Genevieve Mileur, from an 
automobile and attacking her 
with a stiletto at busy Fifteenth 
and State streets, East St. Louis. 
She suffered only minor wounds. 

Police said Snider had made 
numerous threats to kill Mrs. Mil- 
eur since she obtained a divorce 
from him several months ago. She 
is the mother of two children by 
a previous marriage. 

Mrs. Mileur, who lives at 1501 
(rear) Belmont avenue, told po- 
lice she was in an automobile 
driven by a male companion when 
Snider attacked her. As the ma- 
chine slowed for a stop sign at 
Fifteenth and State, she said, 
Snider suddenly stepped from the 
sidewalk and opened the right 
front door. 

“I'm going to take you home 
and kill you in front of your two 
children,” she quoted him as say- 
ing. Then he began dragging her 
down the street toward her home 
a block away. 

She told police she began strug- 
gling and he then drew a stiletto 
with a three-inch blade from a 
scabbard in his coat pocket. 

Mrs. Mileur’s companion, whom 
she identified as Charles Lewis, 
was unable to intervene in time 
to prevent Snider from inflicting 
lacerations to her jaw, the fin- 
gers of her right hand and left 
wrist. As Lewis approached the 
scene, Snider stabbed himself, He 
inflicted six wounds above his 
heart and then slashed his throat. 
He was dead on arrival at St. 
Mary’s Hospital. 

Mrs. Mileur was released after 
treatment. 


Friends and relatives of Mrs.f 


Mileur told a reporter her first 
husband, father of her two sons, 
died while in the armed service. 
Her children are George, 14 years 
old, and Glenn, 8. Following end 
of the war she married Snider, 
they said, and divorced him about 
six months ago, resuming the 
name, Mileur. 

Mrs. Mileur is 37 years old. Sni- 
der, 42, lived at 2010 North Fifty- 
third street, Washington Park. 


$250 FINE AGAINST 
DRIVER FOR PUSHING 
PASSENGER OFF BUS 


Judge Orders Him to Pay or 
Serve 60 Days; -Victim 
Knocked Unconscious. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1 (UP) — 
Peter McPartiand, 49 years old, a 
bus driver for 22 years, today had 
until Wednesday to pay a $250 
fine or go to jail for 60 days for 
pushing an argumentative passen- 
ger off his bus. 


Special Sessions Justice Nathan 
D. Pearlman listened patiently 
while McPartland’s lawyer, Ed- 
ward T. O’Connell, said that bus 
drivers had to take a lot of abuse 
from passengers. 

O’Connell said passengers be- 
came peeved at the poor bus driv- 
ers the companies were forced to 
hire during the war, and no 
longer appreciated a veteran 
driver like McPartland. 

Witnesses testified, however, 
that McPartland failed to stop 
his Seventh avenue bus at Thirty- 
second street although several 
passengers had signaled that they 
wanted to get off. Sidney Doctor, 
65, one of the passengers, rebuked 
him. McPartland stopped the bus 
at Thirty-fourth street, called Doc- 
tor several names and pushed him 
out of .the bus. Doctor was 
knocked unconscious when he fell 
to the sidewalk. 

The lawyer argued that the pub- 
lic was sore at bus drivers be- 
cause of the militant leadership 
of Union Chief Michael Quill. 

“This is not leadership, it is 
roughhouse tactics,” the judge 
snapped. “You’re lucky this man 
wasn’t killed. You had a chip on 
your shoulder. The passengers 
had a Nght to decent courtesy.” 

He gave McPartland his choice 
of a fine or a jail sentence.

POINTS UP FIGHT 
WITH TITO ON 


LOYALTY ISSUE 


Volume Stresses That 
Working Class Must 
Support Russia on Both 
Internal and _ Interna- 
tional Fronts.

MOSCOW (by mail) (AP)—The 

eleventh volume of the works of 
J. V. Stalin has just been pub- 
lished. It has been greeted as a 
fresh reminder of the goal of 
world revolution and of the loy- 
alty to the Soviet Union demands 
of Communists elewhere in the 
world. 
While this volume covers pro- 
noufhcements of Stalin in the pe 
riod from January 1928, to March 
1929, its application to today’s 
complicated international situa- 
tion is evidenced by the comment 
of Pravda, the official Communist 
party newspaper. In some in- 
stances Pravda pointedly applied 
the words of Stalin 20 years ago 
to what is happening now in Pre- 
mier Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
slavia. 

One chapter deals with “ques- 
tions of the international revolu- 
tionary. movement and tasks of 
brother Communist parties.” Here 
Stalin laid down this principle: 
The obligations of the interna- 
tional working class “consist in 
support of the proletariat of the 
U.S.S.R. in its struggle against in- 
ternal and foreign foes.” 

“Base of World Revolution.” 

In this chapter Stalin said the 
Socialist revolution in the Soviet 
Union is in essence “part of the 
world revolution, the base and in- 
strument of the world revolution- 
ary movement.” 

“There is not any doubt that the 
international nature of our revo- 
lution lays on the proletariat dic- 
, tatorship in the U.S.S.R. certain 
_obligations with regard to the pro- 
letariat and oppressed masses of 
the world,” Stalin wrote. 

On this, Pravda commented: 
*"The Soviet Union is pursuing its 
foreign policy consistently. The 
words spoken by Stalin in 1928 
Tring out with tremendous power 

oday.” 

In the same chapter Stalin ex- 
pressed pessimism for world peace 
so long as capitalism remains 
dominant in a large part of the 
world. He said “it' would be 
stupid .to presume that interna- 
tional capital will leave us in 
peace.” 

Stalin then went on to enunci- 
ate the principle of loyalty to the 
Soviet Union’s revolution. The 
chapter includes this speech to the 
central committee in 1928, pub- 
lished in the works for the first 
time. Thi’ is the principle:

“Having betrayed’ international- 
ism, the bourgeois nationalistic 
Tito clique has gone over finally 
from the camp of democracy and 
socialism to the camp of the sworn 
foes of the Soviet Union, the coun- 
tries of the peoples’ democracy 
and the whole world Communist 
movement, to the camp of imper- 
jalism and Fascism.” 

This involves what is known as 
right-wing deviation. Stalin dealt 
with right and left deviation in 
another chapter, entitled “The 
Struggle for Consolidation of the 

' Bolshevik Party.” 

(Leon Trotsky was a “deviation- 
ist.” He differed with Stalin’s pro- 
gram for successful “socialism in 
one country,” and campaigned 
against concessions to the peas- 
ants which Stalin had judged ex- 

. pedient at the time. Stalin liqui- 
dated the well-off peasants—the 
kulaks—in his own good time. 
Tito, on the other hand, is a na- 
tionalist deviationist in Soviet 
eyes. He has resisted Stalin’s dic- 
tum against concessions to the 
Yugoslav peasantry.) 

The new volume publishes for 
the first time a Stalin chapter on 
“National Questions and Lenin- 
ism.” In this, Stalin wrote that 
the origin of the so-called modern 
nations is directly connected with 
the rise in capitalism. He con- 
tended that the formation of So- 
cialist nations did not mean the 
liquidation of nations as such, but 
only the liquidation of “bourgeois 
nations.” 

Chapter on Agriculture. 

A significant chapter is the one 
concerning “Socialist Reo 
tion of Agriculture.” In this Stalin 
set forth that the transformation 
of re Ay So ae ae 
economy form € s for 
tearing out the roots of capital- 
ism in a country primarily agri- 


cyltural. 

Stalin contended that in the 
transition period from capitalism 
to Socialism, in the conditions of 
a dictatorship of the proletariat, 
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persuaded as to the 
weakness of the capitalist ele- 


ents. 

(Stalin, with Trotsky out of the 
way, was ready to act against the 
Kulaks in 1928. After having pro- 
tected them against Trotsky’s im- 
patience, he declared war on them. 
In a few years the Kulaks were 
eliminated as a class, after a 
struggle involving mass arrests, 
trials, executions, deportation and 
terror, Those who expressed con- 
cern for the Kulaks at that time 
were labeled “right deviationists.” 
Many paid with their lives in the 
great purge of the °30s for any 
sympathy shown during the col- 
lectivization drive.) : 

Pravda commented on Stalin's 
remarks about agriculture: 
“Every country will of course 
find its own special approach to 
the socialist reorganization of 
agriculture, depending on the 
economic, cultural and historical 
peculiarities of its development. 
But the path trodden by the Soviet 
peasantry is common and accept- 
able to the peasantry of all coun- 
tries.” 

Another Stalin chapter deals 
with “Socialist Industrialization.” 
Stalin, early after the revolution, 
indicated that a swift tempo of 
industrialization was dictated both 
by external and internal condi- 
tions, His~program was for the 
young U.S.S.R. in the shortest pe- 
riod to catch up with and overtake 
the big capitalist countries eco- 
nomically. His writings on this 
subject now are serving as guides 
in Poland, Romania, Bulgaria, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia and Al- 
bania. 

“The countries of peoples’ de 
mocracy,” said Pravda about this 
chapter, “are developing in more 
favorable conditions than the 
U.S.S.R. in. its day. They are in 
friendly alliance among. them- 
selves and with the U.S.S.R., which 
renders them tremendous assist- 
ance in creating the base for so- 
cialism. This gives them great 
opportunity for overcoming their 
economic ckwardness and 
creates favorable conditions for 
the succesful fulfillment of the 
plans of socialist construction.”

HARD COAL MINES. SUPPRESSION OF REPORT 


EXPECTED 10 AID 
INTFUEL SHORTAGE 


Pennsylvania Anthracite 
Workers to Return to 
Pits Tomorrow—Relief 
in Northeast. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 1 (AP) 
—~Pennsylvania’s hard coa] miners 
go down into the pits Monday on 
orders of their leader, John L 
Lewis. 

Coal-dependent industries and 
homes outside thé northwest sec- 
tion of the country will still have 
to depend largely on the stock 
pile of bituminous coal mined by 
the United Mine Workers before 
they went on strike Sept. 19. 

That stockpile is comparatively 


high—48-days-worth by normal 
reckoning. 


It promises to last longer than 
that—depending on how long the 
strike of the CIO United Stee] 
Workers shuts down the coal- 
gobbling steel industry. 

Helping to stave off rapid and 
complete depletion of the above- 
ground supply will be the return 
of 22,000 soft coal miners to pits 
west of the Mississippi. Lewis 
included them in his return-to- 
work command. 

They will add to the trickle of 
soft coal which has been dribbling 
out of non-union mines in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio and 
Kentucky during the past week. 
These pits employ some 15,000 
men. 

In addition, 23,000 Progressive 
Mine Workers in Illinois have con- 
tinued to dig. 

But the bulk of the bituminous 
miners—nearly 400,000 UMW mem- 
bers who dig in the coal-rich bi- 
tuminous belts in the northern 
and southern states — will stay 
above ground in their protest 
walkout. 

Miners and operators have been 
haggling since last June over a 
new contract. 

Meanwhile, 32,000 employes of 
coal-carrying railroads are tempo- 
rarily out of work. There was no 
immediate word from the carriers 
as to what effect, if any, the re- 
turn. of the hard coal pits to ac- 
tivity will have on the rail layoffs.

Congress Group Startled at Disclosure Ac- 


tions in China Had Been Covered Up — 
‘Intent to Deceive Congress.’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—Robert 
S. Allen’s publication of parts of 


a suppressed congressional 
“Watchdog Committee” report on 
the activities of the Economic Co- 
operation Administration in China 
took up more than half the time 
of last Wednesday’s two-hour 
meeting of the House-Senate con- 
ferees on the ECA appropriation 
bili, it was learned today. 

Align revealed that while the 
Watchdog Committee was seeking 
another $344,000 to continue oper- 
ations, it had suppressed a put- 
lished report disclosing currency 
juggling by the ECA mission in 
China and the employment of a 
number of questionable individ- 
uals. (The Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished Allen’s article last Wednes- 
day.) 

After their protracted discus- 
sion, the House-Senate conferees, 
under a compromise, agreed on 
giving the committee only $110,- 
000 to wind up its work. 

Cannon Is Critical. 

Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee and a 
member of the Watchdog Com- 
mittee, brought up Allen’s article 
in the closed-door meeting of the 
conferees. 

“I don’t know how many of you 
saw Bob Allen’s story on the sup- 
pressed report in this morning’s 
papers,” Cannon said, “but I do 
know that it came as a complete 
surprise to me. I’m a member of 
this Watchdog Committee, but 
Allen’s story was the first I heard 
about this report. I consider this 
an irrefutable demonstration of 
the incompetence of this commit- 
tee and its failure to perform its 
function. Any group that has in-; 
formation of this kind and doesn’t 
give it to Congress, does not de- 
serve more funds to continue 
operating.” 

Senators Wherry 
braska; Bridges 
Hampshire, and Representative 
Wigglesworth (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts, echoed Cannon’s comment. 

“The suppression of this report 
was an obvious intent to deceive 
Congress,” Wherry declared. “It 
was done clearly to protect ECA 
from scrutiny by Congress. That 
is the purpose of this Watchdog 
Committee, yet it did not perform 
that function.” 

Senator Hayden (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, defended the committee on 
the ground that its value did not 
rest on the amount of publicity it 
gets. 

“The report which Bob Allen 
published,” he said, “was not 
really wasted. It is true it was 
not made available to Congress, 
although I don’t know the reason 
a that. But the fact is ECA au- 
thorities were informed about the 
conditions reported in this docu- 
ment and they actéd quickly. That 
is the important thing. The re- 
port accomplished results even 
though it was not made public, 
and I personally knew nothing 
about it.” 

Representative Taber, ranking 
Republican member of the House 


(Rep.), Ne- 
(Rep.), New 


Appropriations Committee, sharp- 
ly disagreed with Hayden. Taber 
sided with Cannon. 

“This is a .public report,” he 


said. “It was published as a pub- 
lic document. Why is it that Bob 
Allen can get a report like that 
and we can’t? It seems very 
peculiar to me. It is our business 
to get these reports, but for some 
reason this one was obviously kept 
from us until Allen published it.” 

Representative Gary (Dem.), 
Virginia, an administration sup- 
porter, also denounced the sup- 
pression of the report. 


“It seems very strange to me, 
too,” he said, “that this confer- 
ence committee should first learn 
about this report in the news- 
papers. And I might add, it is 
even stranger to me that I and 
other members of the Watchdog 
Committee should first get our in- 
formation about this report from 
Bob Allen. It is obvious from 
his story that he saw this report 
—_ knows in detail what is in 
While this discussion was going 
on, Allen received a phone call 
from a high ECA official inquir- 
ing where he could get a copy of 
the suppressed report. 

“Why don’t you ask the Watch- 
dog Committee?” said Allen. “It 
published the report months ago. 
I can’t give you the report. I 
was permitted to read it, but I 
don’t have a copy.” 

“We asked the Watchdog Com- 
mittee for a copy,” was the reply. 
“but they won't give us one. I 
— maybe you could help us 
ut.” 

“I'd like to, but I can’t,” Allen 
said. “I can tell you that this re- 
port is a printed document: an of- 
ficial Senate document. The copy 
I saw was printed and, presum- 
ably, there must be other copies, 
They certainly didn’t print just 
one.”

FBI CHECKING ON 
WEINBERG, NAMED 
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AS ‘SCIENTIST X' 


House Un-American Com- 
mittee Turns Records 
Over to Investigating 


Agency. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP)— 
The House Un-American Activities 
Committee reported today it has 
turned over to the Department of 
Justice its records in the case of 
“Scientist X,” accused of slipping 
wartime atomic secrets to Russian 
spies, 

Chairman Woods (Dem.), 
Georgia, said a request for “appro- 
priate action” by the department 
went along with the papers. 

The committee, in a report yes- 
terday, identified Dr. Joseph 
Weinberg as “Scientist X” and 
recommended that the depart- 
ment prosecute the 32-year-old 
University of Minnesota physicist 
on perjury charges. 

Weinberg, who was a wartime 
employe of the radiation labora- 
tory at the University of Cali- 
fornia, quickly denied the com- 
mittee’s accusations. He said it 
was a case of “mistaken identity.” 

Meantime, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation was reported 
checking on Weinberg. A justice 
department official said the “n- 
vestigation had been under way 
for a “long period of time.” He 
added that the department will 
study the FBI reports when they 
are completed. 

The committee has accused 
Weinberg of lying under oath 
when he denied: (1) Membership 
in the Communist party; (2) asso- 
ciating with suspected Communist 
spies while employed at the C-'i-

Union Accepts 9 Pct. Increase 
at East Side Firm, 1500 
to Resume Work. 


About 1500 employes of the Gen- 
eral Steel Castings Corp., Granite 
City, will begin returning to work 
this week following acceptance of 
a 9 per cent wage increase yes- 
terday by 150 members of Local 
530, AFL Welders and Burns. The 
plant has been closed since Sept. 8. 

The strike was called Aug. 1 
when the company and union 
could not agree on a retroactive 


date for the wage increase. The 
union also had sought six paid 
holidays a year and improved 
working conditions. A union 
spokesman said the changes in 
working conditions had been 
agreed to. 


The plant remained in opera- 
tion after the walkout of the 150 
men, but was forced to suspend 
operations tHree weeks ago when 
work ordinarily done by the 
welders and burners piled up to 
the point that made operation 
impossible. 

William L. Shank, works man- 
ager, said company and union 
officials would meet at 9 a.m. to- 
morrow to work out minor details 
of the agreement and to sign the 
contract. The return to work 
would begin Tuesdgy, he said, and 
it would be a week before the 
plant could be in full prodt'ction. 
The majority of the production 
workers are members of the CIO 
Siee:worke’s Union. 

The settlement, accepted at a 
meeting in the Granite City Labor 
Temple, gives welders an increase 
of 14 cents an hour and burners 
13 cents. Former rates were 
$1.544%4 for welders and $1.46% for 
burners. 

Other employes continued to re- 
port for work after the strike, de- 
spite establishment of a picket 
line, but the company had to lay 
off employes in progressive fash- 
ion as the work piled up. Only 
400 employes remained when the 
complete shutdown occurred.

Press. He returned to New York 
and took over direction of his 
father’s Evening Post when he 
was 28 years old. 

For 20 years he was a driving 
force on the Evening Post, as 
president and managing owner. At 
that time The Nation was owned 
by thé Post and he became editor 
of the weekly magazine, too. 

In 1915 he wrote and published

His pacifist policies at a time 
when the war fever was at high 
pitch caused the New York Eve- 
ning Post to become so unpopular 
that Villard was compelled to sell 
it a short time after he became 
majority owner, in 1918.

Built Up The Nation. 

Thereafter he devoted his en- 
ergies to building up The Nation, 
which at first had been little more 
than a weekly edition of the Eve- 
ning Post. In 1932, he turned over 
control of the magazine to four 
associates, but continued as a con- 
tributing editor. 

He contributed a weekly feature, 
“Tssues and Men,” until 1940, when 
he withdrew because the editors | 
of the nation had abandoned

It may even 
increase as the Russians face the 
gigantic task of transplanting

Even the United States ex- 
perienced almost insurmount- 
able difficulties with the proces«. 

It can be told now that in 1946 
and 1947, our own A-bomb pro- 
duction was dangerously low— 
in fact, it was almost at a stand- 
still—because of the unexpected 
problems of mass production. 
Not until late in 1948 did we re- 
move the “bugs” and solve most 
of the problems. 

The Los Alamos scientific lab- 
oratory, our sole A-bomb assem- 
bly plant. is today outdated and 
inadequate. It will take from 
two to four years to modernize 
its facilities and to systematize 
the assembly of the many parts 
which make an A-bomb “tick.” 

In all the years since July 16, 
1945, we have, ourselves, deto- 
ated only eight atomic bombs: 
No more than three of thase were 
of the new design. The time we 
needed for this improvement was 

two years and eight 
months,

In its application, General Amer- 
ican declares it learned Sept. 16 
that Judge Russell stated outside 
his: courtroom, in substanc., that 
“General American had stolen the 
assets of Missouri State in 1933.” 

“The statement is false and un- 
supported by any evidence,” the 
company said, “and conclusively 
indicates the bias and prejudice 
of Judge Russell against the Gen- 
erel American.” It indicates also, 
it was alleged, that the court in- 
tends to go outside of ‘he issues 
of the case and “secretly pass 
upon the propriety of the decree 
of Sept. 7, 1933,” which authorized 
the sale of the Missouri State busi- 
mess and assets to General Ameri- 
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Incompetence Charge Reported. 

The company charged that, in 
another statement while off the 
bench, Judge Russell accused 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
Owen G. Jackson of “incompe- 
tence,” and said Jackson was “un- 
fit” for his office. The pend- 
ing case was instituted by Jack- 
gon, and involves a request that 
Circuit Court ratify his approval 
of General American’s final ac- 
counting of its Missouri State 
transactions. 

It was also charged Judge Rus- 
sell complained that no one was 
representing the interests of the 
policyholders in the litigation. The 
company took issue with this 
statement, declaring the firm and 
the Superintendent of Insurance 
were both representing all the pol- 
icyholders concerned. 

The ‘application referred to a 
purported conversation between 
Judge Russell and one of the com- 
pany’s attorneys concerning the 
1947 revision of the state ingsur- 
ance code authorizing the ac- 
counting procedure being followed 
in the pending case. 

Alleged Remark on Law. 

The court was reported to have 
said he “knew how they get 
speciaj statutes through the Legis- 
lature.” The attorney told him, it 
was said, that the law had been 
passed by the Missouri General |} 
Assembly on its merits. 

The application also accused 
Judge Russell of being hostile to 
witnessés for the company and 
the Superintendent of Insurance, 
and declared that continued 
handling of the case by him would 
cause “irreparable damage and in- 
jury to the company and to policy- 
holders.” 

Judge Russell declined to com- |=: 
ment on the complaints, asserting 
that, under judicial procedure, it 
would be improper for him to 
make any statement while the ap- 
plication is pending before the 
Supreme Court. He said, however, 
he would “be happy” to make a 
complete statement if called on 
to do so by competent authority.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—Presi- 
dent Truman’s “bold new pro- 
gram” for raising world standards 


of living is probably too bold and 
too new to get through Congress 
this session. 

The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee is still trying to catch its 
breath after getting its_ first 
glimpse of the program this week 
when it opened hearings on the 
President’s proposals and heard 
Administration spokesmen ene 
in favor of them. 

Chances are that Congress as a 
whole will find the program even 
more breath-taking than the com-. 
mittee does. 

The project which the Adminis- 
tration has now laid before Con- 
| ste*" consists of a series of meas- 
ures designed to earry out “point 
ui four” of the foreign policy which 
Truman outlined in his inaugural 
address, 

“We must embark on a bold 
new program for making the bene- 
fits of our scientific advances and

industrial progress available for 
the improvement and growth of 
underdeveloped areas,” Truman 
said then. 


Global New Deal. 


As now presented to Congress, 
this program turns out to be a 
kind of global New Deal. 

Its final aim, over a period of 
several decades, is to make three- 
fourths to four-fifths of the people 
of the earth healthy, wealthy and 
wise—or at least a lot healthier, 
wealthier and wiser than they are 
now or ever have been. 

The program would change the 
face of the earth. It would tame 
floods, drain swamps, chart coasts, 
currents and rivers, make deserts 
bloom and cause two blades of 
grass to grow where none grew be- 
fore. The program would stop 
epidemics, stamp out diseases, 
teach the three R’s—and a good 
many other things besides—in- 
crease factory safety and provide 
social services and social security. 

It would also raise the level of 
public administration, reform gov- 
ernment finances and set up new 
statistical services, among other 
things.

A State Department “White Pa- 
per” explaining and advocating 
the program lists 28 such -coun- 
tries, constituting “most of Latin 
America, Africa and Asia, includ- 
ing the Middle and Far East.” 
These countries have a total pop- 
ulation of 1,836,145,000,. or 81 per 
cent of the total number of living 
human beings. 

There is no telling how much 
the program may cost in the long 
run, according to the “White 
Paper,” but it would cost $85,620,- 
000 for the first year. Latin 
America would get $31,704,300, the 
Near East and Africa $28,176,000 
and the Far East $25,739,700. 

Of the total amount to be spent, 
the aided countries themselves 
would contribute $28,540,000, or 
one third, and the United States 
and various international organi- 
zations like the United Nations 
would contribute $57,080,000, or 
two thirds, 

The American share of the fotal 
cost for the first year would be 
$45,000,000 — in addition to this 
country’s contributions to the 
shares of the international organ- 
izations. 

Of this, $10,000,000 is already 
available, having been appropri- 
ated for earlier projects now to 
be included in the program. The 
Administration is, accordingly, 
asking Congress for $35,000,000 in 
new appropriations. 

Co-operation With U.N. 

Whenever possible and desir- 
able, the program would be car- 
ried out in co-operation with the 
U.N. and its specialized agencies 
such as the World Health Organi- 
zation, the Food and Agriculture 
Organization and the Internation- 
al Labor Office, and through other 
international agencies like the Or- 
ganization of American States and 
the Caribbean Commission. 

In other cases, the United States 
would deal directly with the 
country receiving aid. 

The State Department would 
have charge of planning and co- 


| ordinating projects, under the Ad- 


ministration’s proposal. 

Eleven other government de 
partments and agencies Would 
also play wital parts in the pro- 
gram-—the Departments of Com- 
merce, Agriculture, Labor, Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, Pub- 
lic Roads Administration, Army 
Engineers, Interstate Commerce 
Commission and Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

Private organizations would be 
asked to co-operate wherever pos- 
sible. 

The program consists of two 
chief phases—“mental” and “me- 
chanical”—and both cost money. 
The United States would make 
know-how and machinery and 
other equipment available and 
would help finance both kinds of

Two weeks later there was an- 
other attack on the club by a 
group of men riding in a sedan 
who shot through the club win- 
dows. However, guards had been 
posted on the roof by the club 
management and they returned 
the fire. As far as is known, no 
one was hit by the 15 to 18 shots 
fired by the guards. 

Stakes Are High. 


That the stakes the gambling

INSTON CHURCHILL’S recipe for 
W Britain’s ills is a simple one—namely, 
return the Tories to power. Using de- 
valuation, which he called a “‘disaster,” as 
point of departure, the war-time Prime 
Minister made an all-out attack upon the 
Labor Government in the House of Com- 
mons last Wednesday. 

Yet the nservative party, if it wins 
in the next general elections, will not at- 
tempt to destroy the policies of the Labor 
Government. The fact is that Britain has 
undergone two bloodless revolutions and, 
whatever the result of the coming elections, 
history is not going to reverse itself. 


The first revolution, of course, has been 
highly publicized, and its effects are plain 
from the recently-issued Inland Revenue 
Blue Book. Out of the 21,000,000 per- 
sons in Britain earning 8480 or more a 
year, only ‘70 were left with more than 
$30,000 a year after paying their income 
taxes. 

As an example of redistribution of wealth 
as applied to estates, the case of the late 
Viscount Leverhulme, Governor of Lever 
Bros. and Uni-Lever, Ltd., may be cited. 
His gross estate was estimated at $7,428,- 
000; the tax on it amounts to $6,624,000. 

No one has a big Lendon house any 
more, and there are few big country houses.

Had Begun Among Republicans.

British society is far more stratified than 
ours, and it is rather glibly predicted that 
redistribution of wealth will wipe out the 
so-called upper and middle classes. This, 
of course, is an exaggeration, since distinc- 
tions in British society are not based on 
money alone, but on manners, customs and 
traditions that will outlive current tax pen- 
alties. As for the British people as a whole, 
they are better fed, better dressed and, to a 
degree, better housed than ever before in 
history. Unemployment is at an all-time 
low and no one is destitute. 


The full impact of the second bloodless 
revolution has not yet reached the Brit- 
ish people because it is only in its in- 
fancy. It was inaugurated by the Town 
and Country Plaiming Act of 1947, which 
went into effect July 1, 1948. Under this 
act, the British Government has taken 
over, for the public benefit, all develop- 
ment rights in land or buildings. 

In the words of Lewis Silkfn, Minister of 
Town and Country Planning: 


“Private individuals continue to own their 
existing rights in houses, factories, farm- 
land, whatever it is—to use it as it is being 
used today, but they no longer have any 
automatic right to do something different— 
to turn the house into an office, to double 
the size of the factory, to build on the farm- 
land. All these things—all buildings opera- 
tions, all changes in the use of land or 
buildings—are called ‘development,’ and 
development rights will (henceforth) be- 
long to the public.” 


Here, obviously, is a very drastic set of 
restrictions on the right of private praperty. 
It is designed to deprive landowners of “‘un- 
earned increment,” that species of profit 
against which Henry George, the American 
economist, inveighed in his famous book, 
“Progress and. Poverty.”

Britain Has Two Atom Piles 
And Canada One in Operation. 


Britain now has two atomic piles operat- 
ing and Canada, one. Britain may soon make 
its own bomb. Furthermore, Britain holds 
contracts for half the uranium production 
of the Belgian Congo, could tie up America’s 
supply if she wished. Edgar Sengier, head 
of Belgium’s properties in upper Katanga, 
is now en route for talks in the United 
States. 

This area produces 60 per cent of all the 
high grade uranium outside of. the Soviet 
zone. So far no high-grade ore has been 
located within the United States. It would 
be folly, it is widely felt, to continue to hold 
Britain at arms-length. 

Again, the emphasis placed by Senator 
Wherry and others on air power to the ex- 
clusion of other considerations is regarded 
as distorted and unrealistic. Wars, it is 
held, are still won or lost by armies. Atom 
bombs, though vastly destructive, are-.not 
decisive. 

The Wherry position also ignores im- 
ponderables of another sort. Given misery 
enough, all the atom bombs made could 
not prevent a backward area going Com- 
munist. In fact their explosion by an 
outside power would speed the process. 

So the story returns to where it began, 
In the field of physical things, Russia 
is now more evenly matched with 
America than she was. But at heart the 
struggle rests elsewhere. An idea is still 
more powerful than an atom bomb. The 
real contest today, as before the Truman 
announcement, is between comneemnny and 
dictatorship. 


To use an extreme example: Suppose a 
Britisher owned a tract of land in the 
midst of a large city, such as Memorial 
Plaza in St: Louis.

The 
owner could appeal the decision, not to the 
courts, but to the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning. If it was upheld by that 
official, the owner would have no further 
recourse, : 

In the United States, municipal zoning 
laws are familiar enough. though for the 
most part they are weakly drawn and poorly 
enforced. Britain, however, has gone far be- 
yond this, for the Town and Country Act 
provides for zoning on a national basis, and 
it -has sharp teeth to make it work. Just 
now 146 local authorities are engaged in 
drawing up plans for all of Britain. When 
they are completed—and when Britain has 
sufficient labor force, raw materials and 
financial. reserves——the “second bloodless 
revolution” will be well along.

While Magnuson votes with 
Hubert Humphrey of Min- 
nesota and Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee, Cain sides 
with Missouri’s James P. 
Kem and OQOhio’s John W. 
Bricker. Magnuson is the 
principal sponsor of the 
Columbia Valley Authority 
bill, which Cain opposes. 
Magnuson has led the fight for public hous- 
ing and rent controls, while Cain has been 
in the forefront of the struggle against both 
proposals. 

Because Magnuson looms as so strong 
a eandidate mext year, leading Republicans 
in Washington want Cain to run against his 
colleague, instead of waiting until the nor- 
mal expiration of his Senate term two years 
later. Historical researchers at the University 
of Washington library say no such episode 
ever before has occurred in the long annals 
of the United States Senate. 

G.O.P. leaders will relax their. pressure 
on Cain only if they come up with a can- 
didate they regard as equally formidable. 
This could be Eric A. Johnston, now presi- 
dent of the Motion Picture Producers of 
America and formerly the long-time head 
of the United States Chamber of Commerce. 

Johnston’s ambitions to be a senator have 
long been evident in the Northwest, where 
he maintains his voting residence in Spo- 
kane. In fact, he ran for thé Republican 
nomination in 1940 and was swamped, carry- 
ing only one of the state’s 39 counties, 
However, Johnston has acquired national 
prestige in the interval. 

To date Johnston has flatly refused to 
enter the race. Because of his presumptive 
desire to be a senator, this is regarded as 
an indication that Magnuson-probably has 
not been weakened politically by a series 
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use, a basic fact must first be grasped. This 
fact is that on the small island which con- 
tains England, Scotland and Wales, there 
are crowded 48,500,000 people. 

By the end of the nineteenth century, 
|some four-fifths of the population was living

In the past such projects have been im- 
possible because local authorities have been 
unable to pay landowners the inflated com- 
pensation they have demanded; and becaus® 
local planning made for rigidity at the ex- 
pense of regional and national needs.

The senator is not married, having been 
divorced from his college sweetheart 20 
years ,ago, and a Republican editor in 
Seattle tenfesses that “just a whole lot of 
people take pride in the fact that the state 
has a senator who seems to do all right 
with some very gorgeous creatures.” 


Magnuson’s Political Strength 
Is Founded On More Than Glamor, 


Yet in spite of the fact that he is a 
handsome man with strong Scandinavian 
features, Magnuson’s political strength is 
founded on more than glamor. 

In six forays at the ballot box, he has 
successively been elected to the lower house 
of the state legislature, four times Seattle’s 
member of the national House of Represen- 
tatives and finally to the Senate in 1944; He 
always has campaigned as an advocate of 
public power and a friend of organized 
labor. The AFL and CIO indorse him ene 
thusiastically. 

Today Magnuson is the leading Senate 
exponent of a Columbia Valley Authority 
for the Northwest. 

“I just keep on telling the public that 
the same crowd who fought against Grand 
Coulee and Bonneville Dams are now fight- 
ing CVA,” says the senator. “‘The power 
companies would like the people to forget 
that but they won’t. CVA is the finest came 
paign plank any candidate ever had.”’ 

Regional hearings will be heard for the 
first time on the CVA bill soon. Magnuson 
plans to attend, although he has told friends 
he will not take an active role unless Sena- 
tor Cain endeavors to bait CVA defenders, 

Cain, a Republican and former mayor 
of Tacoma, was elected in the G.O.P. land- 
slide of 1946. No Republican senator had 
been victorious in Washington since 1928, 
What is generally forgotten is the fact 
that Cain took on Magnuson at the 1944 
election and lost by nearly 100,000 votes. 


Washington State May Gain 
Two Congressmen After 1950. 
The National Administration is especially 


interested in Magnuson’s fortunes next year, 
because of the new importance of Washing- 


ton state politically. To begin with, Washe. 


ington may get a pair of additional Con- 
gressmen after the 1950 census. This also 
would mean two more votes in the electoral 
college, giving Washington a total of 10, 

The importance of Washington to the 
Truman Administration also is intensified 
by the decline of the Solid South as @ 
Democratic fortress. With civil rights legis- 
lation continuing to frighten the old-line 
Southern politicians, Administration leaders 
admitted at San Francisco that the Demo- 
crats must hold the West to control the 
Eighey-secone Congres,. 

Magnuson will head the Democratic ticket 
in Washington in 1950. If he runs away 
from his adversary, the Democrats are sure 
they can hold their present two House 
seats and pick. up another pair besides. 
However, they are aware that Washington 
voters are defiantly independent. Last year 
the state gave Mr. Truman a majority of 
86,000 but threw out of the governorship 
his old Senate crony, Monrad C. Walligren.

A River Museum Challenge 


To the Editor of the Post- -Dispatch: 

St. Louis’ need for a museum of river 
Jore was stressed in a letter by Harold 
‘Sinclair of Bloomington, Ill., and pub- 
lished on your page last Sunday. Mr. 
Sinclair commented. among other things, 
on the collection of river items in our 
museum at the Jefferson Memorial in 
Forest Park. He described it as being, 
‘from a river lore standpoint, “not at all 
a notable collection.” 

Unfortunately, Mr. 


Sinclair did not 


“visit our library whefe our collection of 


river data is preserved because it can- 
not appropriately be displayed in the 
museum. Because he implies—with the 
best Intentions—that the Missouri His- 
torical Society has been lax during its 
83-year-old career, in not assembling a 
larger collection of such river material, 
I feel a reply—and a word of explana- 
tion—is due the community. 

We agree with Mr. Sinclair that St. 
Louis should have a river museum. We 
agree, too, that our own particular col- 
lection of museum objects associated 
with river history is not particularly 
notable. 

However, it must be noted that our 
organization was established—as visitors 
to the current Famous-Barr exposition 
readily can see—to preserve the whole 


story of this region, not just a part of 


it.. Moreover, we are dependent upon 
membership fees and gifts for our sup- 
port and thus have never had sufficient 


funds to purchase needed museum items. 


We always have felt that the history 


of the inland rivers and of St. Louis’ 
role in that history are of major impor- 
tance, and we encourage and welcome 
additions to our river collection. Why 
St. Louis does not have a thoroughgoing 
river museum and why our collection of 
river items is not more impressive must 
also be answered by the hundreds of 
St. Louisans who have in their posses- 
sion museurh items of great community 


intereat—articles that might 


well be 


made available to general, public scruti- 


In other words, while organizations 


such as the Missouri Historical Society 
exist to perform a needed public serv- 
ice, it is upon the keystone of adequate, 
community-wide support that the quali- 
ty of the service rests. 


We invite that support as we always 


“have done in the past. We submit that 
the community will have its river muse- 
tum when it takes concrete steps to = 
port one.

The County With 200 Covel 


Reports concerning the efforts to write a 
charter for St, Louis county are highly disturb- 
ing. How voters can expect to get the best in 
home rule government is a mystery when so 
many of them are indifferent to the Charter 
Commission and when some members of that 
commission admit a zeal for compromise. Yet 
the results may affect the county’s progress, and 
what it costs, for years to come. 

St. Louis county’s present government is suit- 
able for a rural county, which is what it was de- 
vised for in the nineteenth century. But the 
county population has grown 26 per cent in the 
last decade. It is larger than that of St. Paul. 
More than half the county residents now live in 
urban areas such as Webster Groves or Univer- 
sity City. But their county government remains 
antiquated and costly. .And the same obsoles- 
cence would apply to most counties wherever 
they are, because counties have become a neg- 
lected realm of American government. 

‘Home rule is the first thing the proposed 
chartér would accomplish. At present the county 
has to appeal to Jefferson City for any serious 
change in policy. The County Court lacks much 
ordinance-making authority. Though most 
county officials have to deal with complex met- 
ropolitan problems, they are still largely en- 
gaged in enforcing absentee laws passed by the 
Legislature 120 miles away. 


With a Plural Executive 


Under the 1945 Missouri Constitution, the 
county may now take upon itself the “exercise 
of legislative power pertaining to public health, 
police and traffic, building construction, and the 
planning and zoning, in the part of the county 
outside incorporated cities.” This permits home 
rule, but only if the county takes advantage of 
the state’s offer tiijcugh a new charter. 

Home rule isn’t everything. Unless it is also 
good rule, it may mean no more than permission 
for the county to make its own mistakes. That 
is why the details of the charter are so impor- 
tant. The Charter Commission has to consider 
four basic inadequacies of the government: is 

(1) There is little concentrated responsibility 
for governmental administration. The county 


has nothing comparable to a governor or mayor.’ 


The County Court is plural both in membership 
and function. It combines executive and legis- 
lative power—both of them limited. The Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute observed: 

Practice throughout the country has in- 
dicated that a plural body... is effective 
for legislative or policy functions, but that a 
single administrator is more effective for 
executive functions. 

While some urban counties elect their execu- 
tive, a growing number report success with the 
county-manager form of government. This in- 
volves election of a legislative board which 
appoints an administrator, who in turn names 
department heads with the board’s approval. 
The County League of Women Voters recom- 
mended this form to St. Louis county because 
it brings skilled administration into county af- 
fairs. Whatever form the county chooses, it 


should put responsibility in one place, where — 


citizens can easily find or change it. 


Costlier by the Dozen 


(2) The county has extended its elective sys- 
tem to a point where it induces irresponsibility. 
Twenty-eight officers are elected in the county, 
apart from the multitude of municipal officials. 
These include three members of the County 
Court, circuit judges, a probate judge and 
magistrates, and numerous purely administra- 
tive officers such as the sheriff, prosecuting 
attorney, assessor, collector of revenue, treas- 
urer, coroner, constables, surveyor and highway 
engineer, recorder of deeds, public administra- 
tor, clerks of the county and circuit courts, and 
superintendent of schools. 

The number is far too large for the average 
voter to consider adequately at election time, so 
choice of officials is often left to guesswork. 

The County Court has little real control over 
all these officers, because their terms, duties, 
pay and manner of selection are established by 
state law. The court lacks power to hire and 
fire, and even has trouble using its discretionary 
power over officers’ budgets, since their obliga- 
tions are fixed by the state. 

A,new charter should make many of these 
offices appointive. Cities don’t elect their 
chiefs of police; states don’t elect their highway

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for political standing rather than administrative 
merit. This includes appointees as well as 
elected officials, but nobody. knows exactly how 
many employes the county has! 

Politics may properly determine the’ choice. 
of high officials, but it is no guide to efficient 
administration. And in @ county ruled chiefly 
by one party, the present system_entrenches 
political jdébholders and might ‘perpetuate 
political domination. 

The proposed charter should provide a civil 
service plan for the majority of county em- 
ployes. These should be selected for merit and 
given security regardless of political affiliation. 
As a growing lesson of good government, merit 
systems are used by many urban counties. 


Confusion and Duplication 


(4) St. Louis county is a conglomeration of 
governing units with overlapping jurisdictions. 
A recent survey showed that there are 209 
governmental units with power to levy taxes 
in the county. These include 79 municipalities, 
85 school districts, 34 sewer districts and a 
number of water, fire and drainage districts. 
This situation has been allowed to create waste- 
ful confusion in public services. 

Some county officers have wide jurisdictions. 
The prosecuting attorney prosecutes crimes 
whether they arise in Ferguson, Kirkwood or 
an unincorporated area, though arrests may be 
made either by the county sheriff or the local 
police. In tax matters the county assessor as- 
sesses, the clerk keeps the books,.the collector 
collects and the treasurer receives the “money. 
Four separate staffs work on one problem. 

Other jurisdictions are only partial. Both the 
county and many cities have zoning rules which 
each have sometimes neglected, and some towns 
have no zoning at all. In this haphazard situa- 
tion, builders have ruined large areas of a beau- 
tiful county. 


Road taxes collected by the county are 


divided between county and towns, and both — 


build roads. There gre only a few fire districts 
outside the towns, ving much of the county’s 
fire protection on a volunteer basis. Jurisdic- 
tion over sewers is sometimes shared between 
city and sewer district. But of 34 sewer dis- 
tricts existing in 1945, only 23 had built any 
sewers, and 103,000 residents had none, 


Good Rule or Compromise? 


No private business would countenance such 
duplications of effort, and the county is a big 
business. It also has a big debt. It is common 
knowledge that county employes will not receive 
their November and December pay until 1950 
funds are aVailable. Even the Charter Commis- 
sion has no money, because the county is broke. 

In the interest of economy, the Governmental 
Research Institute suggested: 


A streamlining of the unwieldy structure 
and cumbersome procedures now prescribed 
by state statutes would be possible through 
the adoption of a (home rule) charter. 


Under the 1945 Constitution, a charter may 
permit the county to perform services for cities 
or political subdivisions except school districts. 
But the voters of the subdivision would have to 
agree to this. The proposed charter ought to al- 
low the consolidation of many common services, 
for efficiency’s sake. 

What the charter should contain is evident, at 
least in broad detail. Whether it will contain 
these things is now an open question. As few 
as 20 persons have attended the Charter Com- 
mission hearings, and the commissioners them- 
selves have been advocating “compromise” on 
the charter. One said, “There’s a big differ- 
ence between an ideal charter and a practical 
one. The practical one is the one we're after.” 

As for being practical, the 'main problem now 
is to assure public support of the charter in an 
election... Why do the commissioners think that 
voters would be less likely to accept a good 
charter than a bad one? How much enthusiasm 
would there be for a home rule charter which 
merely copied the present government? 

The Charter Commission was established, 
after long effort and many delays, to offer the 
people the best charter the commission could 
devise. That is what it should do. 


A Fighting Editor’s Fighting Years 


Senator David Hill, New York Democratic 
leader of the Tweed years, once said that what 
bothered him about the New York Evening 
Post, under Edwin Lawrence Godkin, was not 
its 30,000 Mugwump subscribers. They didn’t 
cast enough votes to amount to anything. What 
worried Senator Hill was the fact that every 
editor in New York state read the Post and 
many of them were influenced by Godkin’s 
honest, persuasive pen. 

So it was with Oswald Garrison Villard. That 
mild-mannered editor made The Nation, in the 
years between the two World Wars, a bold and 
probing force in both political and social life. 
Like Godkin’s Evening Post. Villard’s weekly 
Nation was read by those who were in a posi- 
tion to influence thought and action. Its blaz- 
ing pages scourged the faithless. They were 
equally quick to cheer on battlers for progress 
and justice everywhere. 

One of the causes for which Mr. Villard last 
raised his voice was for self-government in 
Puerto Rico. He hit hard at the indignities 
visited on the natives of our Caribbean posses- 
sion. As always, he documented his case. 


Like his abolitionist grandfather, William 
Lloyd Garrison, he never cared how unpopular 
the issue might be. He only cared that he was 
right as his intelligence and conscience led him 
to see right. Nearly 60 years ago, as a young 
teacher at Harvard, he made a speech for wom- 
an suffrage, then an impractical ideal. In the 
same way he supported the New Freedom of 
Woodrow Wilson and the social welfare meas- 
ures which have followed, civil service, fairer 
treatment of Negroes and a whole host of im- 
provements in the way Americans live.

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Thurber Looks at Benchley 


James Thurber in the New York Times Book Review 


One afternoon in 1927 Harold Ross sent 
me over to the Algonquin to pick up a 
timely Robert Benchley “casual,” or short 
funny piece, not too much fun to write, 
This casual was overdue, and Ross was 
worried, 

Things had been known to happen to 
Benchley. Once he was taken unexpectedly 
to Europe when a ship sailed at midnight 
while he was seeing friends off in a merry 


cabin on’ A deck. 


“I am very fond of midnight sailings,” 
he says in “Chips Off the Old Benchley,” 
a posthumous collec- 
tion just published by 
Harper’¢ with 38 new 
drawings by Gluyas 
Williams and a fond 
preface by Frank 
Sullivan. I will get 
around to this fasci- 
nating book even- 
tually. 

I was a  \little 
breathless that day 
so long ago when I 
first saw Benchley Benchiey (By Gluyas Williams) 
plain. He eased me into a chair, with 
that warm laugh, and gave me a glass of 
Moxie. When The New Yorker phoned 
(for me) he answered, and explained that 
he was having the devil’s own time with 
a cognate accusative. 


Hard Man to Leave 


I had had his copy im my pocket for 
nearly two hours, It was almost 7 o'clock. 
I had to drag myself away from the en- 
chanting company of my host. This was 
never, for anybody, an easy thing to do. 
He was not only the humorists’ humorist, 
he was also their idea of a wonderful guy. 
I have to talk about Benchley the man, 
first. 

It seemed, as Sullivan says, that every- 
‘body wanted to be Bob Benchley’s close 
friend. When he set up, in his suite at the 
Royalton, the combination men’s club, mu- 
seum and art gallery that made the hotel 
famous, it was filled with men who wanted 
to get his ear, hear his laughter and his 
talk, and cry on his shoulder. He once had 
to console a broken-hearted gentleman 
hopelessly in love with a lady who had 
been dead a hundred years. He understood 
Scott Fitzgerald better than anybody else 
did, when the moon was full = the jugs 
were out. 

Here are some things recently said about 
Bob Benchley by a few of his colleagues. 
Wolcott Gibbs: “People were mysteriously 
improved in his company, surprisingly at 
home on a level of easy charm of which 
nobody would have dreamed they were 


capable.” 
Satire Without the Sting 


E. B. White: “I thought he was wonder- . 


ful, and still think he was wonderful. He 
was certainly wonderfully kind, and he 
slayed his dragons with the minimum of 
pain. The day Ross told me Benchley had 
praised something I had written was one 
of the big days of the Twenties for me.” 

Donald Ogden Stewart: “He was Humor, 
with its instinctive humanity, toleration, 
wisdom, non-competitiveness, non-aggres- 
siveness, democracy (not in the political 
sense). I warmed myself at that fire, and 
what I wrote always was, unconsciously, 
for his approval. It still is.” 


. 
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Benchley got off to a fast start ahead 
of all of us on The New Yorker, and our 
problem was the avoidance of imitation. 
He had written about practically every- 
thing, and his comic devices were easy to 
fall into. White once showed me something 
he’d written and asked anxiously, “Did 
Benchley say that?” In a 1933 preface I 
said that we were all afraid that whatever 


. we had engaged on had -probably been 


done better by Robert Benchley in 1924, 


It got harder and harder for Benchley 
to write, and he gave it up before he was 
50, but he had done 500 pieces. Of one of 
the last he said, “It was written in blood, 
I can tell you that.” He left behind a rich 
legacy of humor, comedy, satire, parody 
and criticism—all rolled into one in those 
35 magnificent movie shorts—but he didn’t 
think he was very good at anything. 


Art of Comic Brevity 


“Being simply a person who writes little 
articles sporadically, and with no distinc- 
tion,” he says in the present volume, “I 
am always forced to have something in 
mind about which to write.” We al] heard 
him say this, in paraphrase, a dozen times. 


The heavier critics have underrated 
Benchley because of his “short flight,” 
missing his distinguished contribution to 
the fine art of comic brevity. He would 
thank me not to call him an artist, but I 
think he was an artist who wouldn't give 
up to it, like a busy housewife fighting the 
onset of a migraine headache. 


He had all the equipment for the “major 
flight,” but he laid it aside to lead one of 
the most crowded private lives of our cen- 
tury. Even so, he somehow found time to 
work on an ambitious enterprise, a book 
about the satirists of the Queen Anne pe- 
riod, which he later turned into a history 
in play form, For all its seriousness, it 
seems to have been a kind of monumental 
hobby and a man is never done with a 
hobby.

I have been investigating fhe 
Great Soviet Crime Ring for al- 
most three months now. I have 
found that a big percentage of 
Russia army men and civilians 
doing business for Stalin can be 
“bought.” I believe the Kremlin 
is now getting wise to its. own 
grafters and is beginning to crack 
down. 

The Popoff case is but one of 
many signs. However, unlike the 
Moscow prewar purge trials, there 
probably won't be any press re- 
community is “unknown,” 
rade.’ 

Yushnivtrans is a huge Russian 
shipping company, operating con- 
voys of trucks between Stalin’s 
Balkan satellites and Austria. 
Many of its vehicles ‘were made 
in Detroit and purchased in the 
European black markets by the 
crime ring. Yushnivtrans’s pri- 
Mary task is to sneak stuff 
through the Austrian customs, 
using the Russian immunity, for 
gale on local black markets. 

Corruption Open Secret. 

It has been an open secret that 
Yushnivtrans officials have long 
been in on the “take.” Contact 
with capitalism has turned the 
head of many an ardent Commu- 
nist. 


Vas, economic dictator of Red 
Hungary. ‘From Vas, Popoff 
learned the business of “official” 
smuggling. Apparently when he 
saw a powerful nation smuggling 
and black-marketeering, Popoff's 
standard of morality folded. Short- 
ly after he set up his office in 
Vienna, I am told, Popoff and his 
pals went into the rackets. 

It has long been known here 


that almost anybody can “hire” an: 


official Russian Yushnivtrans 
truck—guarded by Red soldiers— 
to make a private run from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain into Vienna. 
When Popoff and pals got $160 
for renting of a fruck they gave 
no cut to the QGominform. After 
a while, it is ‘said, Popoff and 
pals instead of merely renting 
trucks for forbidden private en- 
terprises, made their own con- 
tacts in Hungary, or Bulgaria, or 
Romania, or Poland and whipped 
the stuff into Vienna via Yushniv- 
trans. 
Escape Noose Once. 

Some months ago Popoff first 
came close to the noose. Some 
how he wriggled out. At that time 
a Lt. Col. Gregoreivich Kazov was 
arrested for “independently” smug- 
gling. On his own he delivered 
10,000,000 American cigarettes, pur- 
chased in Budapest, to the Casa- 
nova Bar in Vienna. 

Kazov was said to, have worked 
with Yushnivtrans on this deal. 
The Russians here admitted his 
arrest and said he was given 10 
years at hard labor, but they did 
not break Yushnivtrans or Popoff. 

If the Kremlin would really in- 
vestigate its commercial agencies 
in Europe it would spotlight a 
situation soaked in graft. 

An’ increasing rumber of Red 
officials abroad, whose records I 
have before me, have recently 
“disappeared.” One of the more 
spectacular incidents concerns 
Arkadi Fedotyev, legal adviser to 
USIA, a huge Russian outfit 
which handles “enemy” property 
in Austria. Fedotyev was a per- 
sonal protege of Mrs. Molotov. 

One day a few men from the 
MVD clamped the hooks on Fed- 
otyev, hauled him off to the 
Soviet Union on a charge of shak- 
ing down Austrians. 

Record of One Case. 

Linked with Fedotyev was one 
D. R. Manfred, a Viennese law- 
yer. Here is the record of what 
they did in one case: 

Representing Fedotyev, Man- 
fred called on the owner of a 
large farm not far from Vienna, 
but inside the Russian zone. He 
told the owner he was going to 
be classified as a German because 
his wife was Sudeten German. 
This would mean outright confis- 
cation of his property because 
under the law of occupation, all 
properties in Austria owned by 
Germans can be seized by the 
Russians.

THE MIRACLE DRUGS, by Boris 
Sebalot M.D. (Ziff-Davis, 308 pgs., 


HIS book tells, in entertain- 

ing, simple, and authoritative 

fashion, the story of the so- 
called anti-biotic drugs, those 
new wonders that have been so 
materially helpful in combatting 
some of the most deadly bac- 
teria of disease. The story of the 
“discovery and use of penicillin 
and the sulpha drugs is told at 
length. All the other anti-biotics 
are described less fully but most 
satisfactorily,—streptomycin, pa- 
tulin, actinomycin, tyrothrycin, 
aureomycin and others. Between 
the covers of this book is the 
complete story of the age old 
battle of man against the mi- 
crobes. 

Here and there, the author, 
evidently in spite of himself, 
uses scientific terminology that 
may prove to be a bit baffling to 
the average lay reader; but in 
spite of these occasional lapses, 
the account is bound to have an 
appeal to everyone who has an 
intellectual curiosity and inter- 
est in that chapter of the fairy- 
land of science dealing with the 
defenses against disease, in 


which more has been accom- 
plished in the last decade than 
in the previous four or five thou- 
sand years. : 

The general plan of the book is 
to trace the history of the new 
miracle drugs from the time,of 
the hazy concepts of them in the 
minds of the pioneer scientists 
Pasteur, Ehrlich, Metchnikoff 
and Lister down to the practical 
accomplishments of today, result- 
ing from the labors of Flemming, 
Domagsk, Florey, Waksman and 
the host of other scientists who 
have developed the field. 

One finds, on almost every 
page, evidence of the superb 
equipment of the duthor. In ad- 
dition to his early training at the 
Pasteur Institute in Paris and 
in other European centers and 
Russia, Dr. Sokoloff rounded out 
his knowledge in New York at 
the Rockefeller Institute and Co- 
lumbia University and in- St.

Fearing and 
hating women, he adored them 
too, and couldn’t do. without 
them. “I love her, and sbe 
loves me, and we hate eath other 
with a wild hatred, born of 
love.’’) His three marriages 
started in ecstasy and ended in 
exasperation and obsession. He 
regarded one wife’s tenderness 
as “refined sadism,” condemned 
another for her failure to ‘‘recon- 
cile him with mankind.” 

With. “an almost - infinite 
capacity for suffering,” he drew 
poison from actuality and his 
lurid imaginings, but was a 
furiously productive author be- 
fore everything else. What 
Huneker has called a “psychical 
hegira” yielded for Strindberg 
the stuff of immortality: 
“Tbsen,”’ Sean O’Casey has said, 
“can sit serenely in his Doll’s 
House, while Strindberg — the 
greatest of them all!—is battling 
with his heaven and his hell.’’ 

Episodically, it would seem, 
Strindberg’s life was, in Miss 
Sprigge’s phrase, ‘“‘materialized 
nightmare.” Influenced by Nietz- 
sche, full of Swedenborgian 
visions, steeped in Kierkegaard, 
this “bedevilled Viking’ (who 
once called Christianity a re- 
ligion for “women, eunuchs, 
children and savages’) defies 
the belief of readers who think 
the nineteenth century generally 
a placid and priggish period. 

The marvel of Miss Sprigge’s 
compact biography is that it has 
rigorously focussed on the man, 
despite the alluring opportuni- 
ties to chase a turbulently varied 
genius through a psychopatho- 
logical maze. It is certain that 
some day a two- or three-volume 
definitive biography will be 
justified by the materials that | 
are here used so succinctly.

THE RIVER LINE, by Charles Morgan. 
(The Macmillan Co., New York, 195

IRST there is, of course, the 
war. Then the war novels,

present and nervously edging 


into a calamitous future. Outof . 


such ingredients novelist Charlies 
Morgan has selected a quadrilla 
of angels, some tarnished and all 
introspective, to carry their (uni- 
versal, he hopes) problems from 
1939 onward. 

They are: Sturgess, the Ameri- 
can guileless one; Julian the 
dutiful Englishman; French 
Marie, intellectual daughter 
whose poet father missed the 
grace of greatness because he too 
was intellectual, and Heron, the 
man from nowhere, who lasts 
forever. 

All four are thrown together 
in the French underground, 
working in split-second time. 
Sturgess, suspecting Heron, in- 
forms Marfe who gives Julian 
the command to kill Heron. The 
war over, Sturgess comes from 
America to visit Marie and 
Julian, now married and living 
in England. 


Sturgess has come as much to 
seek for the theaning of their 
mutual experiences as to renew 
old acquaintance. The action 
takes place in England, with 
flashbacks to France, particular- 
ly when Sturgess tells his story 
to Valerie, an English girl with 
whom he has fallen.in love. 


Mr. Morgan is convinced our 
age is radically different from 
others in that we have no peace 
but rather a continuing melo- 
drama which 50 years ago would 
have made sense only in the 
most exaggerated fiction. His 
characters act so and say s0. 
Dramatic incidents follow upon 


each other and lead to extraor- | 


dinary coincidence and final 
knowledge. It is the sort of 
writing legerdemain which can 
build interest and, suspense. 
fails, however, where the author 
would like it to succeed most, 
in following psychological lines 
of development. To the climax 
of the kiss, by which we under- 
stand the happy ending, Mr. 
Morgan gti: a strangely 
contrived reincarnation which is 
to bring the soul as well as the 
body together forever after. 

Sinte so much poor writing 
passes the presses it wouldn’t do 
to dismiss too lightly the serious 
efforts, of which this is one. It 
is high drama contrived by a 
skilled craftsman. To say that 
it fails in part is not to say that 
it has no meaning or relevance 
for the reader who wants a fast 
action story with—or without— 
the author’s “‘worldaches’” (what 
the Germans call Weltschmerz).

MIRACLE AT CARDENRIGG, by Tom 
Hanlin, (Random House, New York, 
244 Pgs., $2.75.) 


HERE is a close parallel 
T between Tom Hanlin‘s story 

of a flooded coal mine and 
Emile Zola’s powerful story of 
the French coal miners in ‘‘Ger- 
minal.’”’ Both writers displayed 
considerable power in describing 
the hard conditions of coal min- 
ing. The reader can smell the 
foul air of the pit, the hopeless- 
ness of the dark recesses of the 
earth, the black damp which 
forms in the absence of oxygen 


—perhaps the most painless way 
there is to die. 

Both Zola and Hanlin’s stories 
reach imaginative heights when 
they describe the awful tragedy 
of a mine flood and both rebel 
against the excess of human suf- 
fering in coal mining. 

There the. similarity ends. 
Zola aroused a nation. He 
equipped the miners’ cause with 
the strongest propaganda weapon 
they ever possessed and his book 
became the French miners’ bible. 

Tom Hanlin joins the popular 
sport of Red-baiting. He de- 


scribes a couple of “Reds” as 
fellows who shoot off their 
mouths and thus incite the popu- 
lace at the pit head to violence 
against the coal company when 
they could have better used their 
energy to join the rescue team. 

In its poetic passages, sus- 
pense and drama, Tom Hanlin’s 
narrative attains real beauty and 
this observer was impressed with 
the skillful integration of his 
scenes. In miners’ literature, the 
author should attain some im- 
portance because of his coal 
mining background. As an artist 
he has made a contribution to 
theism, for the heroine of his 
story is one Ria Kennedy, who 
prays for the relief of the en- 
trapped miners at the same time 
the rescue squad sets off well- 
placed dynamite charges.

However, they voted against 
Russia which did not want to hear 
an international law commission 
‘report and they abstained on the 
question of hearing charges of hu- 
man rights violations against Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria, which Russia 
fought. 

The Yugoslavs themselves did 
not know just how many times 
they were in the anti-Russian-co!- 
uma and how many times with 
the Russians, in the numerous 
committee meetings of the last 
two weeks. But they felt that 
they have proved they aren’t vot- 
ing Russian just beca the. Rus- 
sians want them to, as in the past.

SFORZA ATTACKS | 


REDS FOR KEEPING 
ITALY OUI OF UX. 


Foreign Minister Charges 
Russian Action Is 
‘Cheap Scheming and 
Cruel Bargaining.’

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 1 
(AP)—Carlo Sforza, Italian For- 
eign Minister, today attacked Rus- 
sia for blocking Italy’s admission 
to the United Nations. 

He told the General Assembly’s 
59-member Political Committee 
here the big power aeplit over 
Italy’s membership application is 
directly related to the current dis- 
pute over what should be done 
with Italy’s prewar African col- 
onies. 

The Russians vetoed the Italian 
membership bid when the nations 
they favor for admission to the 
world organization failed to get 
Security* Council approval. Sforza 
likened this gy action to 
“cheap scheming and cruel bar- 
gaining.” 

Makes 


Independence Plea. 

The Italian statesman asked the 
U.N. to grant freedom to Tripol- 
itania at once, and to approve 
early independence for the other 
two parts of Libya—Cirenaica and 
Fezzan. 

Britain and the United States 
told the committee yesterday they 
would like to see Libya given its 
independence within five years. 
France announced today it favors 
eventual independence for the 
North African territory but spe- 
cified no time limit. 

Russia has come out in favor 
of immediate independence for 
Libya. Iraq and Pakistan also 
announced they support the idea 


of giving the territory its inde-| a, 


pendence. 

Sforza also proposed independ- 
ence for Eritrea and an Italian

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Since the Federal Government 
opened a l.rge tract around the

The 
commercial guide, he said, must 


"7 Already the conservation depart- 
ment has begun removing the 
blinds established by these men. 

“If a man wants to hunt, he 
can use his own blind,” Davidson 
said, advancing the theory that 
there should be no commercial 
activities on public shooting lands. 

As Davidson explained it, a man 
without a blind can hunt in the 
area if he finds a blind not in 
use by thé owner. Persons with 
blinds have “promised,” the game 
superintendent said, that they 
won't be out ‘more than once or 
twice a week and that, during 
their absence, the blinds will be 
open to anyone. 

“Keep Distance” Policy. 

Another proposed regulation is 
for blinds to be spaced 200 yards 
apart. The theory here is that 
“novice hunters,” with their trig- 


= ger-happy ways, spoil the shoot- 


ing for everyone. The writer, 
however, has not heard any com- 
plaints on this score within the 
last two seasons. 

Then, too, the conservation de- 
partment plans to keep all blinds 
250 yards or more from the refuge 
boundary. “We want to eliminate 
the ‘firing line’ right along the 
refuge,” Davidson explained. 

Of course, “firing line” or not, 
a hunter can’t take more than the 
bag limit of four ducks. And, ob- 
viously, the number of blinds that 
can be within 250 yards of the 
* refuge is limited. Persons famil- 
iar with the area know the 
hunters don’t follow one another 
into the close-in blinds in proces- 
sion form. The birds are not that 
easy to bag.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (UP)—A 
‘bipartisan move to raise the pay 
of members of Congress to $20,000 
or $25,000 a year is rapidly gain- 
ing momentum. 


A bill to boost the salaries of 
Representatives and Senators may 
be one of the first legislative 
measures considered by the House 
at the next session of Congress 
starting in January, it was learned 
tonight. 

Members of Congress now re- 
ceive a salary of $12,500 a year, 
plus a tax-free expense account of 
$2500. In addition, they can spend 
up to $500 for official telegrams 
and telephone calls. 

Talk of boosting the pay of Sen- 
ators and Representatives  in- 
creased after both Houses passed 
a bill raising the salaries of top 
officials of the executive branch. 
The version approved by the Sen- 
ate would raise the salaries of 
Cabinet officers to $22,500 a year, 
while the House proposal would 
make them $25,000 a year. 

This and other differences 
the executive pay legislation will 
have to be adjusted in conference 
before the final product is sent 
to President Truman for his sig- 
nature, 

Those who favor increasing 
congressional pay, too, are using 
the executive salary increases as 
a lever to line up support for 
their proposal. 

One of the most powerful fig- 
ures behind the congressional pay 
boost is House Democratic Lead- 
er John W. McCormack of Massa- 
chusetts. 

McCormack makes no secret of 
the fact that he thinks members 
of Congress are underpaid, even 
though their salaries were in- 
creased from $10,000 to $12,500 
under the Reorganization Act of 
1946, McCormack favors. the 
$25,000-a-year figure. 

He denied being party to any 
organized attempt to bring about 
adoption of his ideas. But from 
other sources it was learned that 
he and other influential members 
—both Republicans and Demo- 
crats—have been talking about 
the prospects of getting the pay 
increase bill through Congress at 
the next session. Such‘an in- 
crease could not become effective 
before the Eighty-second Con- 
gress convenes in January 1951.

Burden Already ‘Heavy. 


| “The over-all tax burden is al- 
ready so heavy,” the survey an- 
nounced in a bulletin, “that the 
General Assembly would undoubt- 
edly wish to avoid placing adding 
taxes on Missouri citizens. By 
seeing to it that the state lives 
within its income, the fall session 
of the General Assembly can 
avoid having its appropriation 
policies result in added state 
taxes.” 


Still penlding before the~ Legis- 
lature is the so-called omnibus or 
catchall bill, which calls for ex- 
penditure of $9,472,778 from state 
general revenue. The bill was ap- 
proved by the House before the 
recess last July 2 and is pending 
in a Senate committee. If this 
amount is approved, the survey 
said, total appropriations from 
general revenue will exceed antici- 
pated revenues by $6,824,000, 

When the Legislature stopped 
appropriating money last July, 
for the summer recess, the bills 
chargeable to general revenues 
totaled within $2,468,000 of the 
estimated general revenue for the 
biennial~ period, 

The omnibus bill includes a pro- 
posed additional appropriation of 
$8,000,000 from the general reve- 
nue fund for the public schools, 
to supplement the one-third of 
general revenue now set aside by 
law for distribution to the schools. 

The $575,311,000 already appro- 
priated for the ._ 1949-1951. biennial 
period, in bills signed by Gov. 
Smith, is $36,283,000 greater than 
the $539,038,000 appropriated for 
operations of the state govern- 
mént in the 1947-1949 biennial 
périod. 

New Smith Proposals. 

Gov. Smith has indicated that 

he wili call on the Legislature for 
additional appropriations for the 
state eleemosynary hospitals, to 
provide for more adequate salaries 
for physicians and other staff per- 
sonnel, and for building additions 
to relieve overcrowded conditions 
in the hospitals. He has not dis- 
closed whether he will recommend 
a specific amount or leave the 
amount to the Legislature. 
- Also before Smith is the matter 
of recommending funds for es- 
tablishment of a new state hos- 
pital at Camp Crowder, near 
Neosho, for senile custodial pa- 
tients now in the five state hos- 
pitals for insane, The Legislature 
earlier this year authorized estab- 
lishment of the hospital on the 
site of the former Army camp, but 
provided no funds for this pur- 
pose. 

The survey bulletin recalled that 
Gov. Smith, in his budget message 
to the Legislature for this bi- 
ennial period, said: “Appropria- 
tions should be made sufficient to 


,take care of the requirements of 
our fast growing state; but at the 


same time it will be necessary to 
keep appropriations within in- 
come.” 

In this connection the survey 
pointed out that “while the state 
has a substantial general revenue 
fund surplus, it should be pre- 
scrved intact for emergencies and 
possible needed capital outlays. It 
should not be used for current 
operations.

Series Headaches 


For TV Housewives

WNERS of top big league teams aren’s the only ones who 
have World Series headaches. 
Science has created problems for thousands of owners 
_ of television receivers that wouldn’t come up in anybody’s ball 
yard. And “television” house- 
wives, generally, are taking 
drastic steps to control an 
anticipated front-room attend- 
ance for the Series—regard- 
less of the competing teams— 
well beyond the capacities 
contemplated by the planners 
of today’s modest homes, The 
attendance crisis will be ag- 
grivated,. by the playing of 
Series . es on Saturday 
and Sunday, “days off for al- 
most everybody except the 
housewife. 

Beleaguered housewives 
have had to draw up their 
own ground rules with an eye 
toward getting maximum pro- 
tection for their belongings 
without inducing  near-riot 
conditions, always a danger 
in instances of over-crowding. 
They also have had to be 

guided by the desirability of being on speaking terms with the 
neighbors after the Series ends. 

Under the rules, the good furniture goes into the back 
rooms, to be replaced for the:duration by sturdier stuff from 
the porch. Rugs will be rolled to the comparative safety of 
the farthest walls. Preference for seats will be given to non- 
smokers and non-drinkers, in that order, with a sort of segre- 
gation in store for those spectators known to be bad shots 
where an ash tray or a cdaster is the target. Under such regu- 
lations, some fans are almost certain to wind up on the breeze- 
way.

These rules will be in effect even in those few tele- 
vision households where there is bi-latera] rule, that is, 
where the old man has something to say about what 
goes on. Alert housewives may be counted upon to 
maintain a sort of lurking border patrol at doorway out- 
posts to crack down on offenders.

In a 
city of less than a million popula- 
tion Fred Saigh’s Redbirds have 
attracted more than 1,400,000 cash 
customers to Sportsman’s Park. 

To make Fred Saigh’s accom- 
plishments with the Cardinals all 
the more remarkable, remember 
that two years ago he knew noth- 
ing at all about the highly, tech- 
nical and highly specialized busi- 
ness of baseball. He knew the dif- 
ference between a strike and a 
ball, but to him the waiver rule, 
the reserve clause and the ¢om- 
plex business of baseball were as 
Greek to a child in kindergarten.

AIGH has a rare flair for de- 
§ cat and an asset that rarely 

goes with that phase of busi- 
ness administration, a keen ability 
to give a quick over-all analysis of 
intangibles. We asked him if he 
could name the most important 
factors in the 1949 success of the 
Cardinals, certainly an amazing 
first-year accomplishment in the 
case of a club rated very much 
moribund by most of the coun- 
try’s baseball writers and Many 
executives in the business. He 
didn’t hesitate. 

“Yes, I'd say player relations 
have been most important. I’m 
sure we have a contented Dall 
club, Then I think my desire 
and my determination to co-oper- 
ate in every way with Eddie 
Dyer, our manager, has helped. 1 
can say this, I believe, without 
detracting from Eddie’s impor- 
tance. I feel that he has done 
a great job. But he hasn’t asked 
for one thing that we haven't 
tried to do. And I made a couple 
of moves on my own, such as 
bringing up Solly Hemus from 
Houston and Ellis Deal from Co- 
lum bus. 

“Then I think the good will we 
have tried to build up among our 


interest has helped the Cardinal 
players to do their best. Filled 
wanes, I believe, give the players 
a lift.” 

To sideline observers, Saigh’s 
handling of player relations stands 
out as an all-important factor, 
present and future. During the 
season he called at least 15 of his 
players to his office, tore up their 
contracts and gave them new ones, 
with substantial increases in sal- 
ary. He quickly rewarded Lou 
Klein and Fred Martin, returnees 
from Mexico, for good perférm- 
ances. It was announced that no- 
body on the club was working for

Word of the Cardinal club’s gen- 
erosity was carried to the hinter- 
lands by the news services and by 
the baseball grapevine and Cardi- 
nal scouts, gathered here last week 
for their annual conference, re- 
ported that young boys, who in 
other years had the idea that the 
Cardinals were a bit on the cheap 
and chincy side, were now con- 
vinced the Redbirds were a great 
ball club to work for, a club that 
gave everybody a break. And the 
scouts were happy to find boys so 
much easier to sign.

But certainly the Cardinal pub- 
lic relations now are greatly 
improved. And there has been 
nothing mysterious about Saigh’s 
approach, or his contribution to 
the new public attitude toward 
the club. Generosity to the play- 
ers has done much. Then Saigh 
made surveys, trying to minimize 
complaints about ticket sales. 
That’s a large order. He’s still 
working on ,it, investigating and 
planning. But there have been 
fewer complaints. ‘ 

Complaints usually come from 
a small but loud minority. Saigh 
has ignored no squawk., All letters 
are answered and answered the 
same day the letters are received. 
That’s. an ironclad rule in the 
office and extra stenographers 
were hired to observe it. 


Some of the letters are on the 
screwy side. For instance -one 
came the other day from a small 
group of fans from Kirksville, 
The letter said in effect, “We have 
lost all the money we had saved 
to see the world series. We bet 
$25 on the first Bropklyn game 
and won. We bet $50 on the night 
game the same day and lost.

Saigh dictated an answer to 
that one, asking first, “Are you 
serious?” and going on to point 
out that baseball firmly discour- 
ages any gambling on games.

Penetrating Ozarks - 
In Bouncing Jeep |

[« Was shortly after noon when Buck Hornkoh! and . 
turmed the Forest Service jeep westward from Highway 21 
onto the county road which runs out along the base of 
Hogan Mountain, This road is one of those anachronisms you 
3 find in every Ozark county. 
Leading for a half-dozen miles 

to nowhere, it is perfectly 

graded and equipped with

At any rate, the yood road 
was ended and we plunged 
down the steep track which 
leads to the headwaters of 
Taum Sauk creek. Here in 
an old clearing was a small, 

boxed-in spring shaded beneath a giant oak and a pair of great 
elms, We had with us all the maps of the region which we 
eould gather together, and now got these 6ut to determine 
what route we would follow. 3 

After we'd gotten ourselves located, we headed on down 
toward the Devil’s Toll Gate on Taum Sauk creek. Just above 
it @ small cairn of stones marked the trail up the mountain 
which is followed once or twice each year when the Boy 
Scouts make their weekend encampment on top: There are 
signs that a road of sorts once climbed upward through the 
timber here, although it is long overgrown with brush and 
small trees. :

We decided to dave this for the morrow when 

we would have more time, and headed instead up a 

steep track leading north into a deep saddle or low gap 

to the westward of Taum Sauk. This trail showed signs 

of recent use by himbering trucks and we knew that 

where they had been the jeep could follow. The track 

led us up and through the saddle, with the granite 
_ Cliffs of Wildcat Mountain rising abruptly on our right. 
«Here we found evidence of a clearing that must have 
«,sbeen abandoned a generation or more ago, judging 
“~ from the size of the hickory, hawthorn and other trees 
and scrub which was growing there. 
ts x *® * 
@ THE DEEP RUTS followed on around the side of the 
mountain to the north and east, with more signs:of timber 
itting as we went along. Finally the trail started to drop; 
tiion ended in a pile of tree tops. On one side, deep hollows 
ran up toward Taum Sauk. Looking downward on the other, 
we could see a watercourse, and scrambled down to find a 
email stream running along through a tangle of great 
betiiders in a series of pools and waterfalls. This small 
bratch, we decided from our maps, was on the Stouts 
creek drainage which runs down through Ironton and eventu- 
ally empties into St. Francois river; while Taum Sauk creek 
op the south side of the mountain flows into Black river. Like 
of the privately owned tand in this section of the Ozarks, 
what is needed here more than anything else is the cessation 
- of timber cutting and burning for a long period of years. 
Then the humus will collect so on the forest floor to hold 
the moisture; pine and oak will make a good growth on the 
north slopes and in the hollows; and the bluestem and other 
grasses will come in on the natural glades to provide food 
forthe deer and other forms of wildlife. - 
' x * * 
Turning the jeep around to start homeward was 

™ mo easy task, but we finally managed it. Arriving back 

at the saddle, we stopped and climbed the steep granite 

face of the mountain. Working our way upward 

through the timber we could hear the squirrels bark- 

Ing in every direction as they busily harvested the 

crop of hickory nuts. Then from a tangle of sumac, 

hydrangea and wild grape came the startled snort 
of a buck deer, although we were not able to see him. 
ek te 
@ THE PREDOMINANT BIRD LIFE seemed to consist of 
the flicker, the big pileated woodpecker and the shy yellow- 
billed cuckoo, with an occasional bluejay. On the top of Wild- 
cat. we found, as in most sections that haven't burned for a 
year or two, a heavy growth of vegetation. Here were big 
and little bluestem, Indian and plume grass, goldenrod and 
small sunflowers. These latter, more than any other species, 
showed signs of browsing by the deer. 

’ Although this section of our “wilderness area” is so 
ruggéd that access could be gained only on foot, or jeep, or 
horseback, it would pay a rich reward in beauty to anyone 
who made the effort. From the western escarpment of Wild- 
eat mountain, one looks out across the long roll of Lindsey to 
Bell mountain on the northwest horizon. Northward the fire 
tower on Johnson mountain is plainly visible; while beyond it, 
wavering in the purple autumn haze, is the sharp peak of 
Floyd, some 25 miles away. We could find no name for the 
small stream rising in the saddle where we crossed, but 
ite shut-ines are well worth seeing. A dozen years of fire 
protection and timber management would see a marked in- 
crease in both the fauna and flora for which the Ozark region 
is famous, 

Heading back down the mountain we met with only one 
mishap. Darkness overtook us and, as Buck was negoti- 
ating a particularly rough bit of terrain, out went the jeep 
lights and off went the motor. We hadn't come equipped 
for camping, and by good luck located the loose connection; 
so that we came back te Possum Trot safely and with appe- 
tites te do justice to Mama's good dinner.

His father was Dr. Florenz Zieg- 
feld, who was born in Germany 
where he studied music under 
various teachers of his day.

His mother was Rosalie de Hez 
of France.

21, 1867. As a young man he was 
supposed to assist his father with 
the musical college and he did, at 
that, learn some music. 

He always enjoyed sitting down 


at a grand piano, adjusting his . 


chair carefully, and beginning a 
crashing crescendo of arpeggios 
with all the flourish of a maestro. 
Then he would sigh and stop, not 
in the mood for great music, while 
his friends begged him to go on. 
He never went on, Those few 
chords constituted his entire rep- 
ertoire., 

Filo’s first venture into show 
business occurred when he took 
over the management of the Tro- 
cadero during the World’s Fajr. 
This was supposed to be an es- 
thetic musical presentation under 
the direction of Dr. Ziegfeld, who 
was chairman of the board of 
judges of musical exhibits at the 
fair. Dr. Ziegfeld was by this 
time a celebrity in musical affairs; 
he had brought Johann Strauss to 
America and he had been the first 
to negotiate with the Metropolitan 
Opera for performances in Chi- 
cago.

Miss Held was born either in 
Paris of Polish and French par- 
ents or she was born in Wafsaw, 
the daufhter of Jewish parents. 
At any rate, when she was a 
young girl she endured hardship 
and poverty, worked in restau- 
rants, curled ostrich feathers and 
sewed buttonholes to get a living. 
She and her mother came to Lon- 
don when the father died, seeking 
relatives whom they did not find. 
Anna began her remarkable theat- 
rical career-in the chorus of the 
Princess .Theater, progressing 
gradually from there to Paris and 
other capitals of Europe. Shé be- 
came a music-hall singer of great 
popularity on the continent. 

When she finally returned to 
London to make her real debut 
she sang translations of popular 
German and French songs.

UPPOSE your birth date had 
S been kept a secret from you 
all your life, and you were 
just busting with curiosity to find 
out how old you were.

From this slender beginning in 
an editor’s home has come what 
the Oxford University Press says 
is a modern masterpiece. And the 
Oxford Press has been making 
beautiful books for 500 years. 

The volume, “In Our Image,” to 
be published Thursday, is a strik- 
ingly illustrated book of great 
Bible narratives. The publishing 
project involves an outlay of 
$250,000, including 32 color plates 
made in England at a cost of 
$50,000. 

Kent Cooper, executive director 


of the Associated Press, in a fore- 
word, calls the idea for the book 
a stroke of genius. 

“I credited two things with 


keeping some people from reading 
the Bible,” Harte said. “The way 
it was printed—usually in small 
type and with meaningless head- 
ings and numbered verses—and 
the genealogical material not ab- 
solutely .essential to the narra- 
tives.” 

At first Harte planned to run 
illustrated Bible narratives on the 
church pages of his newspapers, 
the San Angelo Standard and San 
Angelo Times. 

But he was disappointed when 
he found what illustrations were 
not available. 

“The pictures of biblical char- 
acters didn’t look real. Robed and 
surrounded by Renaissance trap- 
pings, they seemed like creatures 
of another world. I realized I 
wanted the great individuals of 
the Bible painted in vivid color 
and as historians today believed 
they looked. Then I knew my 
project would have to be a book.” 

“Having evolved his plan,” 
Cooper relates, “Houston Harte

T was found that 26 stories 
were high on the list of each 
selector, These became the 
textual material.

These nomadic tribes which 
roamed the deserts of the Middle 
East in the days of Abraham or 
David were a pastoral people. 
Any true portraiture should de- 
pict them as a part of the era in 
which they lived. . 


“In searching for a_ portrait 
painter of ability and imagination,

I found in Guy Rowe not only 
these qualifications, but a pains- 
taking researcher as well. His 
best work had been done in mix- 
ing highly contrasting colors of 
the brightest hue. I believe all 
Bible readers will get from Guy 
Rowe’s portraits a new under- 
standing of the men who led God’s 
chosen people,” 

Rope, unfamiliar with the Bible, 
worked with burning intensity. 
For months he studied the Old 
familiarizing himself 
with the characters he wanted to 
portray. 


For his portrait of Noah, he 
spent three weeks at the New 
York Public Library, reading ev- 
ery word available on Noah and 
his times.

The resulting 
portrait shows Noah and his wife 
as two far-visioned pioneers, sur- 
veying a strange and lonely land- 
scape after the flood.

“For those long tired of much 
medieval religious aft with its 
big-legged babies, its languid wom- 
en, its flabby men and its utter 
unreality, here is a refreshing an- 
swer. Not only are the Old Testa- 
ment stories thrilling—told in the 
language of the King James ver- 
sion—but the art is exciting, too. 
Looking at these paintings was a 
spiritual experience for me.” 

Rowe, a nominal Christian when 
he started his task, became so en- 
grossed in the Scriptures that he 
has become, he says, “a real Chris- 
tian.” He hopes to devote the re- 
mainder of his life to religious art. 


Of the narratives, Harte said: 


“These stories are the words 
of the King James version of the 
Bible. I didn’t change or add a 
single word. I eliminated the 
verses, the numbers, and other dis- 
tractions. I used the original para- 
graph separations. I took out ma- 
terial not absolutely necessary to 
the telling of the story. I thought 
of myself as a newspaper copy 
editor who has a really big story 
to tell and limited space in which 
to tell it. 

“I hope that after reading and 
seeing ‘In Our Image’ many peo- 
ple will pick up the Bible and 
read on.”

For Building, 
Producers Say 


CHICAGO, Ii, — Construction 
should continue as one of the 
brighter segments of the national 
economy through 1950, James M., 
Ashley, president of the Produc- 
ers’ Council, national organiza- 


tion of building products manu- 
facturers, stated yesterday. 

“Producers of materials and 
equipment are prepared to meet 
any demand which . conceivably 
might arise in the future and the 
supply of skilled labor also should 
be entirely ample. 

“Optimism for the future is 
based on the fact that there is a 
considerable volume of work -in 
all categories of building await- 
ing more favorable investment 
conditions,” Ashley said. 

“Despite the high dollar value 
of new construction, estimated at 
about 19 billion dollars fer this 
year, the physical volume of con- 
struction is below the high levels 
reached in the 1920's and a great- 
er share than usual of today’s 
construction consists of publicly 
financed projects. 

“A large volume of private 
building is being held back be- 
cause of the tax structure and the 
hope that building costs will de- 
cline further. However, the rigid- 
ities in both building wages and 
taxes will effectively prevent any 
important reduction in construc- 
tion costs in the near future. The 
benefits of improved labor pro- 
ductivity and elimination of over- 
time have been largely offset in 
many areas by increases in wage 
rates paid to building workers. 

“Active competition has return- 
ed full force both in the sale of 
materials and in contract bidding, 
but the resulting economies for 
the buyers of construction again 
are offset in great part by the 
fact that the owners now require 
a constantly increasing number of 
innovations which add to the com-

“This is particularly true of in- 
dustrial, commercial, and residen- 
tial building.

Shows 50,000 
Builders in U.S. 


The United States building in- 
dustry is big enough so that it 
won't have to expand substantial- 
ly to construct the 810,000 gov- 
ernment-financed dwelling units 
authorized by the Housing Act of 
1949, R. H. Morris, publisher of 
American Builder, building maga- 
zine, reports. 

Public housing construtcion is 
to be spread over a six-year per- 
iod, for an average of 135,000 
houses and apartments a year. 
This number equals about one- 
seventh of the building industry's 
capacity.

Latest Department of Commerce 
figures show a total of 46,074 
“building - general contractors.” 
This is the first official count 
since 1939, when there were ap- 
proximately 39,000 builders in this 
category. In addition, there are 
about 3600 “operative” builders, 
those who build houses almost ex- 
clusively” on speculation, making 
a total of nearly 50,000 

“This puts an end to a contro- 
versial question,” Morris says. 
“One school has pictured the resi- 
dential building industry as domi- 
nated by a multitude of small op 
erators who piece houses together 
by handicraft methods. At the 
opposite extreme are those who 
have been insisting that about 
6000 large operative builders do 
80 per cent of the home building. 
The official report indicates that 
the truth is midway between the 
two extremes.”

However, since lumber 
is used in much greater quantity 
than other materials, its drop in 
price, which is large in compari- 
son to the others’, would naturally 
cause the over-all construction 
cost to decline considerably more. 
Prices of brick and tile were 
steady during January and Febru- 
ary, dropped a very little, and then 
leveled off again. Plumbing and 
heating prices went down, also a 
very little, after the first of the 
year, and then became steady. Ce- 
ment prices have been fairly 
stable for the first six months of 
this year. In fact, they have 
shown very little fluctuation since 
August of last year. 

The number of homes started in 
the first six months of 1949 has 
been surprising in vieW of the 
sharp decline in residential build- 
ing that had been expectéd. While 
the monthly totals haven’t been 
quite so high as for similar months 
in 1948, they are running very 
close. The monthly figure of 
June, 1949, hit the 100,000 mark 
that was reached in May last year. 
The half-year total number of 
dwelling unite started in 1949 is 
450,800, which compares favorably 
to the 477,500 begun in the similar 
period last year. This year’s starts 
are only about 6 per cent under 
the first six months of 1948. 

This continued residential con- 
struction activity is due to: con- 
struction cost decline in mos 
areas; general availability of ma- 
terials when needed; increased 
labor productivity and narrower 
profit margins for contractors; 
tendency of financing terms to be- 
come somewhat more favorable; 
and the continued housing short- 
age.

Plants are rarely killed by mo- 
aic but leaves aré distorted and 
growth stunted. In this weakened 
condition the lily can’t cope with 
torrid heat and soggy soil and is 
, @n easy prey to basal rot and 

other serious bacterial diseases. 

Up to the present time, it has 
been well nigh impossible to pro- 
tect a planting of lilies from mo- 
saic because many bulbs that are 
marketed are infected with this 
virus disease. The quickest way 
to propagate a lily is by means 
of scale cuttings, but if the par- 
ent plant is infected with mosaic, 
the virus is present in the scales 
and will be passed on to the new 
bulbs. European growers are still 
tmaaKing scale cuttings of lilies, 
and accordingly any cheap im- 
ported bulbs should be regarded 
with suspicion. They may be car- 

mosaic virus, 


rying 
* — Free From Disease. 
The surest way to avoid lily mo- 
@aic is to grow the plants from 
seed, for strangely enough the 
seeds from diseased plants do not 
carry the virus. The new hybrid 
lilies on the market are desig- 
nated as “strains,” which means 
that they are seedlings. Plants 
and flowers produced will not be 
as uniform, but the gardener can 
be sure that these bulbs are clean 
and free from disease. 

Dennison Morey, who has been 
experimenting with lilies at the 
Henry Shaw School of Botany, 
has observed many of the new 
hybrid varieties during two sum- 
mers spent at the famed Oregon 
Bulb Farms. He reports that a 
number of these new lilies should 
grow well in St. Louis gardens. 

. “The new. Cascade strain of the 
Madonna lily (Lilium candidum) 
fs a good choice for this area,” 
Morey says. This plant likes long, 
hot, dry summers, and it can 
stand plenty of bright sunshine. 
Olympic and Green Mountain hy- 
brids, giant white trumpet lilies, 
are also very fine. 

“Golden Chalice is an umbella- 
tum-elegans hybrid that could be 
grown easily in St. Louis,” Morey 
says. “The umbellatum-tigrinum 
hybrids are resistant to botrytis 
and don’t show virus damage or 
root trouble, They grow from 18 
to 30 inches tall and colors range 
from light yellow to deep red. I 
was More impressed with these 
lilies than with anything else I've 
seen,” 

Food In Roots. 

“Plump, crispy roots at the base 
of a lily bulb are a sign that it 
ig in good condition, according to 
Morey. Even dried and dead- 
Igoking roots should not be re- 
thoved, for lilies store food in the 

ts as well as in the scales. 

-“Loss of the roots damages the 
bulbs,” Morey explains. “We need 

realize that a lily bulb is a

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Vegetables which ‘remain in 
good condition in the home vege- 
table garden after frosts begin 
may easily be stored gafely for 
winter use, Kale, Brussels sprouts, 
parsnips and salsify will stand 
freezing, ang are usually left in 
the garden and harvested as 
needed, until just before the 
ground freezes deeply. 

If parsnips and ify are dug 
at this stage, washed and enough 
for one meal packed in a paper 
bag, the bags can be stored out- 
doors in any convenient place 
where they will remain dry and 
safe from animals. They can be 
taken into the kitchen and thawed 
out for use as needed. 

Tomatoes should be harvested 
after the first hard frost. Many 
can be ripened if laid on a shelf 
in a warm basement; some prefer 
to hang them up, still attached 
to the vine. 

Carrots, beets, turnips, rutabag- 
as, potatoes, apples and cabbages 
can be stored in an unheated ga- 
rage or shed for several wecks, 
until the outside temperatures 
have fallen to several degrees be- 
low freezing. If the carrots, beets 
and turnips are placed in boxes 
packed in soil, which is kept 
moist, in the protection of the 
garage or shed they will keep 
well except in extremeyl low tem- 
peratures. Sand is not good for 
this packing, as it does not retain 
moisture well. Potatoes should not 
be packed in this way. 
Pumpkins, squash and sweet po- 


tatoes should be stored in a tem- 
perature between 55 and 65 de- 
grees, which is often found in a 
heated basement. The crops re- 
quiring lower temperatures may 
be kept in heated basements for 
some time if they are packed in 
boxes with wet sand about them. 

Where the quantity to be stored 
does not warrant an expensive 
outdoor root cellar, various adap- 
tations of the idea may be used, 
as shown in the illustration. .” 

Vegetables stored should be in 
good condition, not too old or too 
immature; and tender vegetables 
which have been exposed to frost 
should nevef be stored. Avoid 
vegetables with bruises or skin 
punctures as decay will start from 
these, and never store vegetables 
which are wet. Even the hardiest 
vegetables should not be stored 
if they have been frozen. 

Do not close outdoor root cellars 
tightly until the temperature in- 
side has dropped close to freezing, 


and do not cover vegetables in |' 


earth pits until the soil has cooled 
off thoroughly.

Into Useful

Well planned renovation that 
provides good ventilation, insula- 
tion and lighting can convert to- 
day's gloomy attic into tomor- 
row's playroom, nursery, work- 
shop, study or extra bedroom.

Extra-large windows in end 
walis will increase light and ven- 
tilation, A sturdy handrail for the 
attic stairs igs a must, especially 
in a house with children.

N THE Andean highlands of Peru are preserved 
the impressive ruins of one of the world’s great 
cultures and nations. The Inca civilization arose 

there about 1100 A.D., flourished and expanded into 
an empire with more than 16,000,000 people, cover- 
ing 380,000 square miles. Its art, architecture, 
economics, political and social systems were as 
advanced as anything the world had known. But 
its very size and the nature of its culture made the 
Inca Empire an easy prey to conquest in 1532 by 
Francisco Pizarro and a small band of Spanish 
adventurers. 

The conquerors stripped the temples and pal- 
aces of their delicately wrought gold and silver 
flowers, animals, statuary, thrones, and altars. 
They used some of the building stones for their 
own structures, but miles of well-built agricultural 
terraces and irrigation works, massive vestiges of 
buildings remain. These pictures of some of the 
ruins were taken by William F. Baggerman, of 731 
Radcliffe avenue, University City, on a jeep tour

It recovers gold dust 
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Treasure Boat 


IGH IN THE ROCKIES of Colorado is 
hardly: the place where the average 
person would go looking for a ship—es- 
pecially a ship 218 feet long. But visitors 
to Fairplay, Colo., a gold-mining region 
—some 65 miles southwest of Denver— 
often come across a ship as large as an 
ocean tramp. 

Floating in 70 feet of muddy water 
from the South Platte River, the vessel 
is the 2,500-ton gold-panning dredge of 
the South Platte Dredging Company. 

Panning on a scale that still stuns 
the gnarled prospectors of yester- 
day, the vessel digs its endless chain 
of sharp-toothed buckets beneath the 


water and scoops gut 14,000 cubic feet 
of earth in @ day. Each bucket spills its 
load on. screens, and fine pebbles and 
Sand are passed over a series of riffle 
tables where quicksilver ferrets out the 
gold—along with a few traces of silver. 

Each cubic yard of earth worked by 
the South Platte dredge yields about 
seven and one half cents worth of gold, 
and the vessel recovers about $1,050 in 
gold dust every day. “The dust is so fine,” 
says one old hard-rock miner who serves 
in the 26-man crew, “that you can’t feel 
it between your fingers.” Most crew 
members seldom have a chance to try. 
Gold is extracted behind locked doors! 
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Statistics show teen-agers are the nation's most dangerous drivers. Yet, in North 
Carolina, high school students like 18-year-old Rebecca Johnson have been driving 
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Their record may be poor, but one state proves it CAN be good! 


By MYRON STEARNS 


T A CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL in North Carolina, 
I watched 700 children pile into 14 school 
buses parked with military precision in one cor- 
ner of the school grounds. There was no rushing, 
no confusion. The younger children came out 
first followed by the high school pupils—among 
them the 14 teen-age boys and girls who were 
to drive the buses. 

The first of the clumsy vehicles moved slowly 
away. At almost exact intervals the other buses 
followed sedately, like ships in a convoy. No 
more than routine to the children, the sight 
to me was as impressive as a flag raising. 

It was part of the answer to an important prob- 
lem which I had been assigned to investigate: 

The most dangerous drivers in the country are 
boys and girls. Sirteen-year-olds kill 11 times as 
many people as 45-year-olds in the same distance. 

Through 20 years of studying and writing about 
traffic problems, I have remained shocked that 
such a startling problem has not been. solved. 
For teen-agers, potentially, could be the safest 
drivers in the world! Why are they so bad now? 
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In North Carolina, for more than 15 years, 
high school boys and girls, in full charge of big 
buses, have been hauling their schoolmates back 
and forth more safely than adult drivers. 

The buses are large, carrying when overloaded 
with standees, up to 70 children each. The routes 
are long, averaging 26 miles a day, and they lie

/ the state's crowded school buses for more than 15 years—driving them more safely 
than adult drivers.

mostly over hilly, dirt roads. Expert driving is 
needed constantly. 

State-wide use of boy and girl drivers started 
in 1933. During the next eight years there were 
seven school transportation deaths. In 1945 and 
1946—for a total of 68 million miles of driving— 
there was not a single death. 

Other states which have experimented with 
student drivers can point to similar records. Of 
seven serious accidents in Alabama, where about 
half the school bus drivers are teen-agers, five 
involved adult drivers; two, student drivers. A 
Wyoming district where students have been driv- 
ing 25 years has chalked up one small accident. 

Compare these facts with the hideous records 
of ordinary teen-age drivers. No wonder North 
Carolina authorities, in allowing teen-agers to 
drive their own classmates to school, at first 
had to ride roughshod over a lot of prejudice. 

Recently, at Raleigh, I met Charles C. Brown, 
who has been superintendent of school trans- 
portation since the system was effected. 

“From the very beginning,” he told me, “our 
approach has been the psychological one. We’ve 
emphasized the attitude of student drivers; we’ve 
tried to surround them with an atmosphere of 
carefulness.” 

It takes many long classroom hours to teach 
elementary safety rules. But selection of drivers 
is a problem. And here we come upon an aston- 
ishing thing: Because economy is a prime factor, 
the selections narrow at once to those few 
youngsters who live near the end of a bus route. 
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Each morning, North Carolina student drivers pick up 
their young charges, deliver them safely to school yard. 
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School's out, and students line up to board bios: 
North Carolina, once skeptical, is proud of young drivers. 


In the light of tne safety record, this proves 
that almost any normal boy or girl can be de- 
veloped into a safe, dependable driver. 

Candidates must be 16 years old and licensed 
drivers. They are given one full day of instruc- 
tion by a representative of the State Motor 
Vehicle Department. Emphasis is placed on the 
fact that driving a school bus, like driving any 
other automobile, is a deadly serious business. 

Next comes a stiff written examination. Those 
who pass take turns practicing in an empty bus 
while a mechanic supervises. A day or so later 
after the final driving tests, I watched six 
young drivers take their “final.” One after an- 
other they maneuvered the burly vehicles— start- 
ing, shifting, opening and shutting the doors, 
backing, turning. Some trembled visibly at first 
but soon steadied down. 

It struck me forcibly that they were not, any 
of them, expert drivers. Certainly they were no 
more skillful than my own sons were during their 
first driving years. Yet these lads were each to 
be trusted with the lives of 50 or more children! 

I remembered that the supervisor’s speech, the 
limited hours of classroom instruction, the short 
time practicing at the wheel of a bus, all had been 
directed primarily at being careful. 

This, then, was the heart of North Carolina’s 
successful attack on the teen-age driving prob- 
lem. It could be the heart of a nation’s attack: 

Driving skill alone does not insure safe drivers. 
Only a healthy attitude, methodically and pains- 
takingly imparted, can help teen-age drivers. 
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Student monitor walks forward to check railroad cross- 
ing. Here, he signals to driver that all is clear. Average 
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route is 26 miles—often over hilly, dirt roads. Drivers, 
on all school bus routes, usually live at end of line. 


In the belief that parents everywhere want 
their children to be safe drivers, the editors 
of PARADE offer the following suggestions 
which bear the approval of James J. New- 
man, Chairman of the Inter-Industry 
Highway Safety Committee, an organiza- 
tion interested in teen-age safety. 


1. ignorance of the law is inexcusable. Be sure that 
your child is familiar with traffic regulations before 
you allow him to sit behind the steering wheel. 


2. Cultivate a climate of carefulness. Your youngster 
looks up to you and, consciously or unconsciously, is 
inclined to do what you would do in a similar situation. 
lf your child sees that you are a coreless driver, there 
is little incentive for him to be cautious. 


3. Emphasize sportsmanship. Let your child know that 
you consider “cheating” at traffic lights, stop signs, or 
other safety markers to be just as dishonorable as 
cheating at games or during examinations. 


4. inculcate a healthy respect for pedestrians. The 
individual always has the right of way over the auto- 
mobile. Teach your child to treat the pedestrian the 
way he himself would like to be treated. 


5. Encourage your children not to ride with friends who 
ore dangerous drivers! Your daughter has a right to

maniac. No date is worth a lifel 


6. Driving and drinking spell trouble. It's not enough 
that your child refrain from driving if he drinks too 
much. Insist thot he take not even one drink. 


7. The auto is just a machine. It's the driver who con- 
trols it. Be sure that your child is acquainted with the 
automobile’s limitations. Take him out on o back road, 
for example, and demonstrate that, despite teen-age 
boasts, a body in motion can't be stopped “on a dime.” 


8. School training produces safer drivers. Statistics 
prove that youngsters who have received driving 
instructions in high school have only half os many acci- 
dents as un-schooled youths. If your local high school 
ignores driver training, find out why! 


9. Develop social responsibility. Your child wouldn't 
rush through a crowd waving a loaded pistol. Driving 
carelessly can be just as dangerous. Driving is a big 
job. Be sure your child knows it. 


10. “Check-ride” your child regularly. Your responsi- 
bility doesn't end when he gets his license; it only 
begins. Ride with him. Point out his weaknesses, so he 
can correct them. Driving is a privilege, not a right. 
If he's flagrantly coreless, revoke the privilege. He 
won't like it—but you moy very likely save his life.

Light to Sell! 


HE DAZZLE of the Hollywood premiere is run- 
ning wild. Time was when the crisscross 
patterns of searchlights in the sky meant the 
opening of a movie “colossal.” But now any local 
citizen who naively hops into his car and starts 
to track down the lights is apt to end up—not at 
the cinema but at the opening of a hot dog stand, 
a new bowling alley, a new motel or a new bank. 
Even church affairs are publicized via the 
searchlight route. This homey development is the 
brainchild of Eloise Barnett, a matronly ball-of- 
fire who, with her husband Lou, runs a Los 
Angeles searchlight rental agency. The agency 
had its back to the wall when, in 1945, the Bar- 
netts began canvassing Los Angeles tradesmen to 
sell them on the idea of searchlight publicity. 
Before long, premiere-minded Los Angeles 
became searchlight conscious, started associat- 
ing beacons with bargains. “‘Soon,” says Mrs. Bar-

Today, after four years, the Barnetts havea 
$250,000 investment in lights, generators, trucks, 
cable and assorted parts, operate on a breakneck 
schedule. Crews are stationed nightly at strategic 
gas Stations, alerted to jump off at a phone call. 
Each light rents for $25 a night. 

When L.A. chain drug stores recently waged a 
price war, searchlights became a secret weapon. 
They also proved startlingly efficient at snatch- 
ing forlorn businesses from the brink of fore- 
closure, at ballyhooing votes for politicians, at 
swelling the congregations of churches. One 
grateful minister took up a special collection for 
searchlight costs. The man-in-the-street re- 
sponse is so automatic that dousing the lights 
reverses the effect, an expedient resorted to when 
a hamburger joint runs out of meat and when 
police complain about crowds blocking city traffic. 

Searchlight fever strays into other channels. 


An oil company hired lights to penetrate a fog 
during drilling operations. Invading social life, 
searchlights are practically de rigueur at bar- 
becues and lawn parties. Once the Barnetts sent 
a crew to an outdoor poker party so the players 
could see their cards. No request dismays Mrs. 


Barnett. A man said he wanted to light up a_ 


whole mountain. “What size?” asked Mrs. Bar- 
nett. She rushed a panoply of equipment to Palm 
Springs where the mountain was lighted up as 
a backdrop for a men’s fashion show. 

From a cramped shack headquarters in West 
Los Angeles, Mrs. Barnett deploys searchlight 
brigades with the tactical energy of a field gen- 
eral. Barking constantly into four phones, she 
takes orders from customers and company sales- 
men (tagged as vice-presidents) , relocates lights, 
directs lost drivers, calls in equipment for re- 
pairs. Now and then light crews scurry off on a 
wild goose chase, a treacherous bit of skul- 


duggery by tradesmen who try to draw the light 
supply away from rivals. 

Searchlights have already had a larger influ- 
ence on community custom. When storekeepers 
in parts of Los Angeles got tired of staying open 
late Saturday nights, they called in whole bat- 
teries of searchlights, changed the shopping 
habits of their customers to Friday nights. 


lt Scares the Barnetts 


The end is hardly in sight. Mrs. Barnett, a tire- 
less thinker-up of gimmicks, has mapped out a 
searchlight treatment in technieolor for a big 
convention, with tinted shafts designating dif- 
ferent hotels for visiting delegates. Another gen- 
eral plan visualizes interior as well as exterior 
illumination. Looking at the searchlight Mrs.

At the age of 30, the diabetic 
can expect 30.5 more years of life (in 1925 
his expectancy was 16.8 years). Today at 
50, he can look forward to 15.9 years (in 
1925 his expectancy was 12.3 years). 


What Diabetes Does 


In diabetes, the pancreas, a large, elon- 
gated gland behind the stomach, fails to 
secrete enough insulin — the substance 
needed by the body to burn and store sugar. 

Its inability to use sugar robs the body 
of this source of energy, causes constant 
hunger, loss of weight and strength. Sugar 
piles up in the blood, producing thirst. 
Drinking large amounts of water to satisfy 
the thirst causes the loss of other needed 
food elements. 

This mechanism explains why thirst, 
excessive urination and hunger are main 
symptoms of diabetes and why easy tiring 
and loss of weight are frequent symptoms. 
But there are other signs, such as intense 
itching and slow-healing infections. Some 
cases are discovered after a series of boils; 
or when bruises or cuts have taken a long 
time to heal; or when unusual troubles 
are found in the gums or eyes. 

Many diabetics show no striking symp- 
toms. Some may feel vaguely unwell. 


Children Have It, Too 


Diabetes may affect children. “About 12 
percent of all cases,” says Dr. Martha M. 
Eliot of the U.S. Children’s Bureau, “be- 
come recognizable before the age of 20.” 

But the. disease takes its greatest toll 
among adults, striking most often in mid- 
dle and old age. Usually it comes on be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 60, especially 
among overweight people. It is more com- 
mon among women than men. 

Diabetes is becoming more prevalent, 
too. More than 4,000,000 Americans, or 
about three percent of the population, may 
eventually become diabetic. 

Doctors don’t know exactly what causes 
diabetes. But the theory is that diets high 
in sugars and starches overwork the in- 
sulin-producing cells of the pancreas, so 
that in time they break down. But autop- 
sies have shown that many diabetics have 
normal pancreas so there is an increasing 
tendency to believe that more than the 
pancreas is involved. 

However, while the exact cause is not 
understood, medical men do know many 
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When this happens you get insufficient insulin. 


of the medical factors involved in ac- 
quiring diabetes. There is a great ten- 
dency for it to be inherited. (Some studies 
show that 80 percent of all diabetic chil- 
dren are from families in which there is 
history of the disease.) Over-eating, over- 
weight and lack of exercise over a period 
of time tend to bring it on. Statistics show 
that 20 obese people get diabetes for every 
one thin person. 

Most physicians agree that important 
among the ways of preventing it are these: 
(1) avoid over-eating, (2) reduce if you 
are far overweight, and (3) get muscular

exercise. Observe all these rules especially 
well if you come from a family in which 
diabetes is prevalent. 

But difficulties have stood in the way of 
early diagnosis. While doctors have had 
office tests they could use, it’s not easy to 
get people-—-particularly those without ob- 
vious signs—into doctors’ offices for tests. 

The self-testing kit is a little package 
containing test tube, dropper and two 
reagent tablets. Two hours after a heavy 
meal (one which has included plenty of 
starches and a sweet dessert), you collect 
a urine sample in a clean container. Put 
five drops in the test tube, add 10 drops of 
water, and put in one tablet. 

The resulting color tells the tale. If it’s 
blue, it means no sugar. Any other color 
indicates presence of sugar. 

The test does not diagnose diabetes—or 
any other disease! Its purpose is to show 
presence of sugar. Your doctor can tell you 
why it’s there and what has to be done. 

The outlook, if you do have diabetes, is 
not all dark—in fact, today it is quite favor- 
able. 

As already indicated, you may need in- 
sulin treatment along with proper diet, 
exercise and other measures. Or diet and 
exercise alone, without insulin, may be 
quite enough to control your condition.

BOUT TEN YEARS AGO I squandered some 
time in Hollywood interviewing movie 
stars and found myself doing elbow bend- 
ing exercises with that honorary Man of 
Distinction, the late W. C. Fields. 

One of the questions I popped at Buffoon

His studied reply will send a happy chill 
up Ray Bolger’s thinly-covered spine. 
“Why Ray Bolger is the slickest of the up- 
and-coming young funnymen,” Fields 
drawled. ‘‘He’s not only a wonderful dancer, 
but he’s a natural comedian with rhythm 
and grace in every move he makes, in every 
line he delivers. His brand of comedy is 
clean as a whistle. The kids’ll go simply 
nuts about him.” 

In the decade since this conversation, 
Ray Bolger has confirmed Bill Fields’ 
analysis point by point. Of all the stars in 
show business today, the Boston boy built 
like a beanstalk draws more youngsters to 
his theater than Santa—and Ray’s popu- 
larity enjoys a longer season. 

Whether it’s a show like M-G-M’s
